AnarcMsts Who Do Wot Preach Force, But Who 


Take Kindly to an Atmosphere of Mystery—A 
Sympathetic Eyewitness Describes'a Weird 
Scene. 


Some dark, dire mystery must'have 


crept in under tho lynx eyes of Chicago's 
reporters and sharp brained detectives, 
nnd hidden itself av/ay somewhere in 
tho city, but just what it was the pub- 
lic is yet at a loss ,to determine. Chi- 
cago's citizens do not know whether 
they ought to tremble as thoy lio in bed 
at night at thought of the "diabolical 
torch which is to bo substituted for the 
dynamite bomb," or to roafc secure in 
The Times' assertion that "nothing oc- 
curred worth reporting," or to srnile 
loftily with Chicago's chief of police, 
"that everything these conspirators do 
is known to us." But it is evidont that 
a Now York correspondent informed 
Chicago's able reporters and her fine 
police force of something thoy did not 
know before. The anarchists beat tho 
city's officials and New York writers 
"scooped" her journals. 


Official reports of the conference have 


beon printed in some'of the labor papers, 
but thoy were not given to tho capital- 
istic press, so that only the bare facts of 
tho mooting may be known to many 
readers. 


Oat of doors tho clouds, the rain, the 


smoke, tho black soil of the city, com- 
bined to produce aa dark and gloomy a 
day as could well bo imagined. In an 
inner room of tho Chicago Times news- 
paper building, readied by climbing two 
dingy flights of stairs or signaling tho 
blase elevator boy, who runs the oldest 
"lift" in tho ciCy, reposed the brilliant 
savage who was to bo host of tho occa- 
sion; one other sat beside him, silent and 
expectant. . 


It was midday, but the shadows of ap- 


proaching night seemed to brood over- 
head and lurk in hidden corners. It was 
hard to imagine one's self in the heart of 
a great city, shut within the walls of 
one of its busiest' buildings—for the in- 
side of n tent lined with dark, rich hang- 
ings mor the eye, and the subdued roar 
of city traffic coming up from the street 
far below might as easily have been the 
noiso of winds and woods. One window 
opening into a court had been left un- 
curlainod, and the raised tent cloth op- 
posite tho outer door was hidden by a 
screen. Couches, lonj?, low seats, cov- 
ered with skins and blankets, were 
ranged in a circle against tho curtains 
of the teut, and one pale lamp hung from 
tho center pole, casting a yellowish light 
that struggled with the gray daylight 
from the window with a weird effect. 
Tho ono modern article of furniture in 
the room—a table covered with papers, 
ink, pens and pencils—stood close under 
tho half opened window, 


A queer little rap came upon the out- 


side door, and the lithe host disappeared 
behind tho screen; a pause, a few low 
spoken words, and two men entered; 
greetings in low tones, as though the air 
might catch the meaning and bear them 
to antagonistic ears, wero passed between 
those present ere they were seated. Dur- 
ing the nest hour, by twos and threes, at 
intervals, others entered until nearly 80 
people were assembled. 


The scribo looked around deeply im- 


pressed. 
Tho strong, 
serious 
faces 


ranged in a circle seemed to gleam out 
from the shadows as the yellow light 
fell upon them, like faces in a dream, 
The low tones, the secret manner of en- 
trance, the gloom, the curious inner 
room with its half barbaric trappings, 
the misty, odoroxig atmosphere, all sug- 
gested mystery, weird, dark, brooding 
mystery—deep enough to satisfy tha 
most ravenous dime novel boy or the 
most ingenious of Captain Schack's con- 
spiracy hunters. Conspiracy might well 
brood in the air, dark secrets peep out 
from the folds in the cur bains, the shades 
of ominous coming events creep up from 
the very boards of tho floor. The rich- 
est and rarest of Chicago's imaginative 
police coiild not well conjure up a moro 
typical "anarchist nest." When all were 
gathered, the man of the intermingled 
blood of two grand old races arose, and 
standing straight in tho center of the 
wigwam spoke: 


MY BUOTnuns—As my ancestors greeted your 


forefathers when thoy stepped upon tho Amer- 
ican shores seeking newer freedom and hide- 
pondonoo than thoy had known before, I, as a 
child of a 'race that loves nothing so well as 
liberty, greet you, who have como tronia world 
of old cnblavlug conventionalities to seek a 
nower freodom and independence than you 
havo ever known. 1'oivr hundred yoaia ago tho 
restlessness born of a corrupt civilization led 
men to start out and finally s-oek tho homo anil 
tho hospitality ot tho Indian, wjio had over 
lived close to nature, and beon a'uled only by 
hor laws. 
Today the restlessness creeping 


tnit of youv present corrupt civiU'/a-Uon hns led 
you to seek Ideas similar in their high aspira- 
tions for freudora to thoso o( tho ever troo race, 
and to iind a place to express thorn in tho topeo 
• f ono of thorn—tho only spot a civilized city 
I (lords you. 
"White brothers, tho Indian gives 


fou -welcome and kindly g resting. 


Tho group applauded, and a gentle- 


man, whose scholarly air and intellec- 
tual face suggested nothing of the bla- 
tant agitator, arose and made an address 
of welcome to tho visiting delegates and 
outlined the plan of work. The meeting 
was then open for business. Ono pres- 
ent was requested to act as secretary, 
but no chairman was appointed; no par- 
liamentary rules were observed. 


Tho writer sat through eight sessions 


of tho secret conference and heard noth- 
ing which might not have been spoken 
in open piiblio meeting. The only reason 
for socrocy wag that tho chief of polico 
/iftcl forbidden tho meetings. An at- 
tempt was ma lie in the beginning to 
hold open sessions. A hall was engaged 
which the owner was afterward terror- 
ized into closing. It was then that ar- 
rangements wero made for holding the 
conference in tho maj'or's own building, 
behind tho editorial rooms of the mayor's 
own paper, a plan which afterward suc- 
ceeded surprisingly well. 


There were meja and .women present 


Homing raany flittering opinions. Th«y 
were a!? various nationalities, from tho 
dark eyed Spaniard wlioso eloquen 
words had to be translated by nil inter- 
preter to tho Indian whoso ancestor! 
welcomed Columbu.s, including Amer- 
icans whoso forefathers were Rovolu 
tionary soldiers. Thero was no official 
ism, no rules, no chairman; yet leas dis 
order and moro fraternal, kindly feeling 
prevailed than is often known ia the or- 
dinary conventions. 


Croat questions concerning the welfare 


of humanity and tho progress of civili 
zation wero discussed, not wildly anc 
foolishly, hut philosophically, as thinkers 
do. Letters from people of worldwide 
reputation, such as Louise Michel, Mala- 
tosto, etc.; communications from Lon- 
don, 
Paris, Amsterdam, Glasgow anc 


other citios and from, many states in the 
Union wore read. Methods of imitation 
and education wero discussed at length 
And where ono might have expected the 
air to he blue with talk of dynamite the 
word -was mentioned but once or twice, 
iiutl that only incidentally. 


As nothing was officially adopted by 


the conference to which a dissenting 
voice after full and free discussion was 
heard, but few resolutions were passed. 
The most important were one advising 
workmgmen of all nations to resort to a 
universal strike in case of war boing de- 
clared; another reiterated Cardinal Man- 
ning's statement that starving men have 
a right to food wherever they can get 
it; another sympathized with and con- 
gratulated Spain for her men, who like 
our Kevohitionai^ forefathers rebelled 
against tyranny. And this is the true 
story of the "secret conspiracy" in Chi- 
cago.

The governor says in 
Ms letter to Mr. Camp: 


In reply to the lottor of the Southern faeiflo 


company's attorneys, whereiu they claim that 
"inohd" of men are obstructing and impeding 
certain laihvay trains, I bee to suggest to yotl 
that when thoso attorneys or any others fllo 
affidavits that any mob or single individual 
violates a criminal law of this state, them I am 
ready and willing to render the local officers 
all tho aid necessary to make it possible for 
thorn to par-form their duties on application 
tor that purpose. No officer lias a rightio ar- 
•rcst any tramp ov oitixon except for a viola- 
tion of some criminal law. 
The railroad com- 


pany's attorneys do not mako complaint that 
tho criminal codp in any respect has been vio- 
lated. When they do, you aro respectfully ad- 
visod to fully perform your duties and see that 
tho other local officials perform theirs. In tho 
meantime I should notpermit any man in this 
stato to bo imprisoned for a moro ttoipass, for 
\vhich thoro ia no cilmmal penalty, nor <hall 1 
over stand a silent witness or an inert oiTicial 
to tho imprisonment of men as vagrants ^ hen 
their only offense la tramping in quest of 
work. A groat diftoronco can bo found xinder 
our laws between a criminal and a civil rem- 
edy.

FALTERING FRIENDS. 


Rev. Dixon Shows Sympathy For tlie Poor 
^.^but Does Not "OTx the Besponsiblllty.' 


Ft'TV Men In tlio Pulpit Have the Courage 


» to AUaoli tlie Real Evil. 


The Rev. Joseph E. Dixon, pastor o 


tho Epiphany Baptist church of Wes 
Philadelphia, Pa., has taken consider 
able interest in the problem of the un 
employed, and a short time ago an 
nounced that he would deliver a seriei 
of sermons upon the general theme, "Thi 
Church In tho Present Crisis." Pie tool 
for the text of his first discourse in tlii 
series, "The Cry For Bread." Ho said 
in part: 


Sadder than tho wail of November seas 


tho cry of tho multitude i'or bread. It is a tiry 
for life. It is tlio crowning agony of tody anc 
Eoul. It is a oi'y that outs the hoart as it ough 
to cut purse strings. Our barns and. store 
houses aro full to bursting, and yet men wan 
dor abroad .for broad, saying, whoro ia it 
Hands are idle, laughter dies away, despaii 
sits on every brow. 1 would that I eoulc 
gather xip the plaint of all this helplessness 
and hunger a/id pour at into ono mighty sob 
that I might fill your hearts with tho cry. 


There aro somo supremo questions uslced to 


day by tho multituue. It is not a question o' 
homo rulo, but, whether one shall have anj 
homo to rule. The question of biead in vital. 
' It is well to sit in cushioned pews and marcl 
up and down chinch aisles in platoons of silk 
but wo must give—give bread, "We have boon 
dealinij too long \vith systems of theology tha' 
aro as dry as tho dry bones in the valley o: 
vision, and the great burning vital questions of 
caring for tho souls and bodies of men havo 
been lost sight of. Men who aro starving wan 
a loaf of bread and not a tract. Wider anc 
moro humanitarian methods must become a 
part of tho church programme. Mr. i'roude 
tells us that while England was overrun by tho 
moit wanton dishonesty tho clergy of the Es- 
tablished church wero agitated about tho coloi 
ot their ecclesiastical petticoats. The cliurcl: 
may bccomo efficient by making sentiment. 
Do the 85,000 people out of work in this oity 
feel that the church is their friend—tholr best 
friend? 


Tho church can re-enforce Its sentiment by 


supporting tho plan already adopted by oui 
city authorities. This IB the time to build our 
boulevards, to enlarge our waterworks, to con- 
strue t our sowers, to widen our thoroughfaies 
This is an imperative hour for our transit com- 
panies to complete their trolley system. 


Tho second sermon of the series, which 


was delivered one week later, was upon 
"Tho Ethics of Labor; or, Fixing the Re- 
sponsibility For Hard Times." The sub- 
stance of tho speaker's remarks upon 
this occasion, according-io the Philadel- 
phia Ledger, was as follows: 


The air is nfo with tho tumult of angered 


men and hungered men now as in tho time of 
Jehoiakim, when ho built mighty palaces, ex- 
torting from the people vast revenues, and un- 
derpaying his workmen.

Ono of the glories of 
Christianity is to teach tho equality of men. 


God does not strike flown the oppressor with 


his white lightning, but tho law of tlie uul- 
vorbo is over against him. 
On the other hand, 


tho gospels plainly teach that he who hires his 
time and ability to another is to fill up tho full 
measure of his obligation without murmuring 
or complaint. The contury in which wo live 
will bo sot down as one o£ vast wealth and un- 
exampled material progress, and with record 
of advance will also bo written a social and in- 
dustrial revolution. God grant that the bell 
may jxist now bo molded that shall 


"Ring out the foud of rich and poor." 


Givo men work for their starving house- 


holds. It is criminal for our transit 
com- 


panies to cease their operations. It will bo a 
stubborn violation of humanitarian laws if 
councils do not do paving np to tho last mo- 
ment of weather permission. What does it 
amount to that the uncertainties of tariff re- 
vision mako the market uncertain? What 
dcK s it amount to that returns will be a long 
timo in coming in? Your financial caution 
means beggary and awful -nant to 10,000 
Uomes. Mightier sermons can be preached 
this hour by men of money than "by men in tho 
ministry. God pity tho ''don't care" spirit of 
modern trade. 


Lose not your hope. God Almighty willstart 


somo fire to burning that will warm away yoar 
fears and your cold. It must be. This great 
city, known in history for Its brotherly love,, 
cannot abandon your cause. Sentiment will 
not do It—nothing but sympathy that will open 
?at pocketbooks. Whero does the responsibil- 
.ty rest for all this darkness and hardness of 
.ot? It may bo with tariff tinkers, with shrink- 
ago in values, with tho silver problem, with 
the vast influx of foreign labor, with the exces- 
sive demands of capital, with tho workers' plea 
for shortened timoand botterwages—itmaybo 
Decauso of the monster monopoly spirit, wliioh, 
like a mighty octopus, draws within its folds 
every live thing it touches. "Whatever tho 
cause, tho hard times aro here. 


It will be noticed that Mr. Dixon did 


not "fix the responsibility." He coii- 
ented himself with emimerating a few 
of the causes which occur to the super- 
Icial investigator of unsettled opinion.

!t probably requires considerable cour-

£ieak even as plainly as' Mr. Dixon has. 
Clergymen have lost their places for less, 
Jut there are those who believe that a 
aithful servant of the Master will not 
inly weep with the wronged, but fear- 
essly denounce the evildoers and scourge 
hem from the temple. 


When this spirit of fearless righteous- 


less inspires the clergymen of the land, 
hey will no longer be asking that oft re- 
lated question, "Why have the work- 
ng people lost interest in the church?"

How to Iiive Long and Happily, 
In many cases the most nutritious fare 


is both simple and cheaper than the vi- 
ands that are foolishly Ixraghi by people 
who need economy in expenditure, be- 
cause ol habits of rich—which is very 
often unwholesome—living. 


For example, most people think a ten- 


derloin steak must be a much raoro nour- 
ishing article than a plain steak, because 
it costs more. The same principle actu- 
ates many buyers in purchasing high 
priced butter, fine flour—with much of 
tho nutriment bolted out of it—and deli- 
cate fish and vajetables. 


Professor Atwater classifies the bene- 


fits we get from food under twohe£"ds— 
protein, which nourishes the tissues, 
and caloric, whence are derived he?t 
and energy. A round steak costing 
15 cents a pound contains as much of 
both as a tenderloin costing CO cents 
and is just as digestible. Oysters and 
eggs ave very low in protein, and butter 
and sugar have none, yet how many peo- 
ple think these things necessary to their 
nourishment! They are richer in the 
the reverse order, in the fatty elements 
which make heat and energy, but Pro- 
fessor At water's figures show that there 
are foods preferable to all of them for 
both the principal benefits needed. The 
following table, Tjased on his researches, 
gives the order of value of foods for the 
two purposes:

HOTT to Kill Catfl Humanely. 


The quickest and easiest way is to 


chloroform them. Out the foot of a sock 
off and draw it 6ver the cat's head until 
the toe is well over her nose. Pour about 
half a teaspoonful of chloroform on the 
toe of the sock. This will frighten the 
cat, but soon induces sleep, when more 
chloroform, enough to kill the animal, is 
added. 


Ho-w to Cloanso Wall Paper. 


Firstremove all tho grease spots by plac- 


ing folds of blotting paper over them and 
ironing with a moderately warm iron, 
after which brush all the dust from the 
paper and clean and brighten it with 
fuller's earth, mixed with watar to form 
a hard paste. It imisfc be hard enough 
to handle like bread dough. To clean 
the paper take-a small lump of the clay, 
and commencing at the top of the room 
wipe it lightly downward, about half a 
yard at each stroke, till the upper part 
of the paper is; cle^n, then around again 
with the same sweeping stroke, always 
commencing just above the end of the 
stroke above. This carefully done will 
show no lines and renew the appearance 
of your walls. 


How Muoli the Tables of Stone YFoigrliod. 
According to the Nedarini, those tables

How to Reduce In 'Weight. 


A young English girl afflicted with an 


undesirable amount of adipose tissue has 
succeeded in ridding herself of a large 
amount of it without injuring her health 
by following the regimen given below 
She began by getting up at 6 o'clock 
every morning and taking a three" mile 
walk before breakfast without consider- 
ing the weather. At 9 o'clock she had a 
large cup of coffee, with very little 
sugar, and a slice of dry bread. Then 
she occupied hex-self as she liked until < 
o'clock, when more bread nnd soxnovogS' 
tables composed her meal. At 4:30 she 
was off for another long walk, followed 
by a cup of tea and a few dry biscuits 
Ninety daya of this regimen reduced her 
weight from 185 to 145 pounds. 


How to Blalce Buckwheat Cakes. 


Tho old fashioned rule for buckwheat 


cakes is undoubtedly the best, and ii 
calls for 4 cupfuls of buckwheat, a srnal! 
cupful of Indian meal, an even table- 
spoonful of salt, a half cake of com- 
pressed yeast, 2 cupfuls of water and £ 
cupfnls of milk, mixed together and 
added when lukewarm. 
These cakes 


must be mixed up over night and left to 
rise till morning. In tho morning they 
should have risen and fallen back. This 
condition of the batter may be told by 
inspecting tho sides of the dish, where 
the mark to which the batter has risen 
will bo found. 


This would not be a desirable state of 


things in tho case of any other batter, as 
it would indipato that it was sour, but 
the slight acidity which would exist in a 
properly raised buckwheat batter if it 
were not corrected by soda is complete- 
ly done away with when an even tea- 
spoonful of soda stirred in half a cupful 
of lukewarm-milk is put in in the morn- 
ing4 just before the cakes are baked, 
When tho soda is added, the cakes 
ehould foam up like yeast. 


How to Clean Mirrors. 


Wash them off with a chamois skin 


wrung out of clean water. They will 
dry brilliantly and need no polishing. 
This is the easiest way to wash glass in 
doors or windows also. 


How to Prevent a Cold. 


' Do not allow yourself to feel "chilly." 
It may indicate a circumstance or phys- 
ical condition, either of which can be 
modified by prompt attention. If you 
are chilly from a draft, move away 
from it, stop it off or put on more 
clothes, 
If the coldness arises from 


a physical condition, you are probably 
taking cold. Heat a brick and sit with 
your feet upon it until you are heated 
through.

Dow to Caro for Apples. 
There is no ijueauoii aljoui/ the impor- 


tance of so far as posbible preventing the 
bruising of the fruit. It may be safely 
assumed that germs of decay are lurking 
about everywhere, ready to come in con 
tact with iany substances. A bruise or 
cut in the skin is therefore even worse 
than a rough place caused by a scab 
fungua as a lodgment provided by tho 
minute spores of various sorts. If the 
juice exudes, it at once furnishes tho 
shoicest of conditions for molds to grow. 
An apple bruised is the fruit for tho de- 
jay of which, germs are specially in- 
vited, and when such a specimen is placed 
In the midst of other fruit it soon be- 
comes a point of infection for its neigh- 
bors on all sides. Seldom is a fully rot- 
ten apple found in a bin without several 
others near by it being more or less af- 
fected. A rotten apple is not its broth- 
er's keeper. 


The surrounding conditions favor or 


retard the growth of the decay fungi. 
If the temperature is near freezing, they 
are comparatively inactive, but when 
the room is warm and moist tho fruit 
cannot be expected to keep well. Cold 
storage naturally checks the decay. The 
ideal apple has no fungous defacements 
and no bruises. If it could be placsd in 
a dry, cool room, free from fungous 
germs, it ought to keep indefinitely until 
chemical change ruins it as an article <sf 
food. 


How to Become Baldliencled. 
A medical authority claims that bald- 


ness is a product and sign of culture. If 
baldness is a sign of culture, something 
devoutedly to be wished, wo shall per- 
form a public service in showing how 
this condition can be quickly reached. 


"We lose in the course of time," said

ideas." That may be true as far as the 
teeth and ideas are concerned, but we 
cannot always depend upon losing our 
hair. 


Persons who long for tho proofs of cul-

Moisture is the deadly enemy to hair. 


On the temples and the -back of, the head 
near the neck, usually untouched by 
hats and caps, it is seldom that one sees 
baldness. A bald ring often marks the 
position of the hat or cap. Our young 
dandies who curry their heads every 
morning with two brushes and in the 
course of a day comb their hair when- 
ever they see a mirror are on the right 
path to baldness. That is also true of 
women who allow their hair to be combed 
by unpracticed servant's. 


How to Test Mushrooms. 


Good edible mushrooms peel easily, 


have a pleasant smell, are never shiny, 
and have white tops and red or black 
gills or stems. Poisonous fungi turn yel- 
low,if rubbed by a gold ring or if .their 
gills are sprinkled with salt. Poisonous 
ones also turn a silver, spoon or coin 
black if either ia put into them while 
cooking. An aptidoteif poisoned is pow- 
erful emeticarfoilawed'by.oafltor-oil, '

How Chicago Newspapers and De- 


tectives Were Outwitted. 


Anarchists Who Do Wot Preach Force, But Who 


Take Kindly to an Atmosphere of Mystery—A 
Sympathetic Eyewitness Describes'a Weird 
Scene. 


Some dark, diro mystery mtist'have 


crept in under the lynx eyes of Chicago's 
reporters and sharp brained d&tectives, 
trad hidden itself away somewhere in 
the city, but just what it was the pub- 
lic is yet at a loss,,to determine. Chi- 
cago's citizens do not know whether 
they ought to tremblo as they lio in bed 
at night at thought of the "diabolical 
torch which is to be substituted for tho 
dynamite bomb," or to rest secure in 
The Times' assertion that "nothing oc- 
cnrred worth reporting," or to smile 
loftily with Chicago's chief of police, 
"that everything these conspirators do 
is known to iis." But it is evident that 
a New York correspondent informed 
Chicago's able reporters and her fine 
police force of something they did not 
know before. The anarchists beat the 
city's officials and New York writers 
"scooped" her journals. 


Official reports of the conference have 


been printed in somerof the labor papers, 
but they were not given to the capital- 
istic press, so that only the baro facts of 
tha meeting may be known to many 
readers. 


Out of doors the clouds, tho' rnin, the 


smoke, tho black soil of the city, com- 
bined to produce as dark and gloomy a 
day ns could well be imagined. In mi 
inner room of tho Chicago Times news- 
paper building, readied by climbing two 
dingy nights of stairs or signaling tho 
blase elevator boy, who runs the oldefit 
"lift" in the city, reposed, the brilliant 
savage who was to be host of the occa- 
sion; one other snt beside him, silent and 
expectant. . 


It was midday, but the shadows of ap- 


proaching night seemed to brood over- 
head and lurk in hidden corners. It was 
hard to imagine one's self in the heart of 
a great city, shut within the walls of 
one of its basiost buildings—for the in- 
side of ;i tent lined with dark, rich hang- 
ings mec. the eye, and tha subdued roar 
of city traffic coming up from the street 
far below might as easily have been the 
noise of winds and woods. One window 
opening into a court had been left un- 
curtained, and the raised tent cloth op- 
posite tho outer door was hidden by a 
screen. Couches, long, low seats, cov- 
ered ' with skins and blankets, were 
ranged in a circle against tho cnrtains 
of the tent, and one pale lamp hung from 
the center pole, casting a yellowish light 
that struggled with the gray daylight 
from the window with a weird effect. 
The one modem article of furniture in 
tha room—a table covered with papers, 
ink, pens and pencils—stood close under 
the half opened window, 


A queer little rap came upon the out-

Today the restlessness creeping 
oat of your present corrupt civilization has led 
you to seek ideas similar in their lii^h aspira- 
tions for freedom to those of the ever frco race, 
= nd to find aplnco to erpress them in tho tepee 
»C one of-them—tuo only spot a civilized city 
tffords you. 
"White brothers, tho Indian ffivcs 


rou welcome and kindly greeting. 


The group applauded, and a gentle- 


man, whose scholarly nir and intellec- 
tual face suggested nothing of the bla- 
tant agitator, arose and made an address 
of welcome to the visiting delegates aud 
outlined the plan of work. The meeting 
was then open for business. One pres- 
ent was requested to act as secretary, 
but no chairman was appointed; no par- 
liamentary rules were observed. 


The writer sat through eight sessions 


of the secret conference and heard noth- 
ing which might not have been spoken 
in open public meeting. Tho only reason 
for secrecy was that the chief of polico 
iad forbidden the meetings. An at- 
tempt Was made in the beginning to 
hold open sessions.

Great questions concerning ths welfare 


of humanity and tho progress of civili- 
zation werD discussed, not wildly and 
foolishly, but philosophically, as thinkers 
do. Letters from people of worldwide 
reputation, such as Louise Michel, Mala- 
testo, otc.; communications from Lon- 
don, 
Pnris, Amstei'lam, Glasgow and 


other cities and from many starts in the 
Union were read. Methods of uiptation 
and education were discussed at length. 
And where one might have expected the 
air to be blue with talk of dynamite the 
word was mentioned bnt once or twice, 
and that only incidentally. 


AB nothing vras officially adopted by 


tho conference to which a dissenting 
voice after full and free discussion was 
heard, but few resolutions were passed. 
The most important were one advising' 
workingmen of all nations to r&sort to a, 
universal strike in case of war being de- 
clared; another reiterated Cardinal Man- 
ning's statement that starving men have 
a right to food wherever they can get 
it; another sympathized with and con- 
gratulated Spain for her men, who liko 
our Bevohitiona^y forefathers rebelled 
against tyranny..1 And this is the true 
story of the "secret conspiracy" in Chi- 
cago.

That Tfijins Governor Airaln. 


District Attorney W. R. Camp has 


heard from Governor J, S, Hogg in re- 
gard to the complaint made by tho attor- 
neys of the Southern Pacific Railroad 
company that mobs of unemployed work- 
ingmen from California are taking forci- 
ble possession of the company's freight 
trains in Texas. The governor says in 
his letter to Mr. Camp: 


In reply to the letter of the Southern Pacific 


compiuiy'3 attorneys, therein they claim that 
"mobs" of men are obstructing and impeding 
certain railivay trains, I boff to suggest to you 
that when theso attorneys or any others fllo 
affidavits that any mob or single individual 
violates a criminal law of this state, then I am 
ready and willing to render the local officers 
all tho aid necessary to make it possible for 
thorn to perform their duties on application 
Tor that purpose. No officer has a rlght^o ar- 
•rcst any ti-amp ov citizen except for a viola- 
tion of some criminal law. 
The railroad com- 


pany.'s attorneys do not inako complaint that 
tho criminal code ill any respect has been 
vio- 


lated. When they do, you arc respectfully ad- 
vised to fully perform your duties and see tbat 
tho other local officials perform theirs. In tho 
meantime 1 should notpermit any man in this 
state to bo.imprisoned for a more trespass, for 
which thoro is no criminal penalty, nor phall 1 
ever stand a silent witness or an inert oiTicial 
to tho imprisonment of men as vagrants v/Jjen 
their only offense is tramping in quest oC 
work. A great difference can bo found under 
our laws bctv.-een a criminal anil a civil rem- 
edy. 
It seems the railroad companies have 


confused the two in their at tempts to deal with 
their trespassers.

The reason why. moro bread is not given 


away is because there isn' fc enough money, 
coming in each day to pay for the 1,500 
loaves even. There ought to be over 
4,000 loaves, handed out, because there 
are 4,000 who come for it and need it, 
With only 1,500 loaves to giro away, you 
see that 2,500 hungry ones mast go away 
empty.

FALTERING FRIENDS. 


Kev. Dixou Shows Sympathy For the Poor, 
^Jmt Does Not "Fix tho Responsibility." 


Few Men In the Fulplt Have the Courage 


v to Attack the Real Evil. 


The Rev. Joseph R. Dixon, pastor of 


the Epiphany Baptist church of West 
Philadelphia, .Pa., "has taken consider-, 
able interest in the problem of the. mi- 
employed, and a short time ago an- 
nounced that he would deliver a aeries 
of sermonsupon tha general theme, "The 
Church In ths Present Crisis.". Ho took 
for the text of his first discourse in- the 
series, "The Cry For Bread." He said 
in part: 


Sadder than tho,wail of Kovemb&r seas is 


tho cry of tho multitude for bread. It is a cry 
for life. It is the crowning agony of body and 
Eou.1. It is a cry that cats the heart as it ought 
to cut purse strings. Our Imrns and store- 
houses aro full to bursting, and yet men wan- 
der abroad for bread, saying,, ivhcro is it? 
Hands aro idle, laughter dies away, despair 
sits on every brow. I would that I could 
gather up tlie plaint of all this helplessness 
and hunger and pour it into one mishty sob, 
that I might fill your hearts with tho cry.. 


There aro some supremo questions listed to- 
day by the multiludc. It is not a question of 
homo rule, but whether one shall have any 
homo to rule. The question of b"rcad io vital. 
' It Is well to sit in cushioned paws and march, 
up and down church aisles in platoons of silk, 
but wo must give— givo bread. We have been 
(leallncj too long with systems of theology that 
are as dry aa the dry bones in the valley of 
vision, and the great burning vital questions of 
caring for tho souls and .bodies of men havo 
been lost sight of. Men who are starving want 
a loaf of bread and not a tract. TV'ider and 
moro humanitarian methods must become a 
part of tho church programme. Mr. Froude 
tells us that while England was overrun by the 
most wanton dishonesty the clergy of tho Es- 
tablished church were agitated about the color 
of their ecclesiastical -petticoats. Tho church' 
may become efficient by making sentiment. 
Do tho 05,000 poaple out of work in this oity 
feel that the church is their friend—their best 
friend?

• 


Tho church can re-enforco its sentiment by 


supporting tho plan already adopted by our 
city authorities. This is tho tlmo to build our 
boulevards, to cnlarga our waterworks, to 
con- 


struct our sewers, to widen our thoroughfares. 
This is an imperative hoiir for our transit 
com- 


panies to complete their trolley system. 


The second sermon of the series, which 


was delivered one week later, was upon 
1 'The Ethics of Labor; or. Fixing the Re- 
sponsibility For Hard Times.7' The sub- 
stance of the . speaker's remarks upon 
this occasion, according-^ the Philadel- 
phia Ledger, was as follows: 


Tho air is rife with the. tumult of angered 


men and hungered men now as in the time of 
Jchoiablm, -wb.cn ho built mighty palaces, ex- 
torting from the people vast revenues, and un- 
derpaying liis workmen.

That wo havo fallen upon troublous times, 
that there has been a hush of death put upon 
our industries, argues' that tliere is a wrong 
somewhere. But upon whom rests the respon- 
sibility? 


Ethics is the science of a maa's life of duty, 
or of what ho ought to, do lu tho present world. 
Nowif we let tliia.erave, sweet law run deep 
down into our hearts, what a fruitace of good 
will shall ripen from it. Ono of tlie glories of 
Christianity is to teach tho equality of 
men. 


God does not strike down tho-oppressor with . 


his white lightning, but tho law of the 
uni- 
verse is ever against him. 
On the other hand, 


the gospels plainly teach that he who hires his 
time and ability to another is to fill up tho full 
measure of'his obligation without murmuring 
or complaint. The century in which we live 
will be set down as ono of, vast wealth and un- 
exampled material progress, arid with record 
of advanco will also bo written a social and in- 
dustrial revolution. God grant that the bell 
may Just now bo molded that shall 


."Ring out.the feud of rich and poor." 


Glvo men work for their starving house- 
holds. It is criminal for our transit com- 
panies to cEags their operations. It will be a 
stubborn violation of humanitarian laws if 
councils do not do paving up to tho last mo- 
ment of -weather permission. "What does it 
amount to that the uncertainties of tariff re- 
vision moko the market uncertain? What 
does it amount to that-re turns will be a long 
timo in coming in? Your financial caution 
means beggary and awful want to 10,000 
homes. Mightier sermons can be preached 
this hour by men of money than by men in the 
ministry. God .pity the ''don'b care" spirit of 
modern trade. .

LOBO not your hope. God Almighty-jvillstart 


somo five to burning that will warm a-wayyour 
fears and your cold. It must be. This great 
city, known in history for its brotherly love,, 
cannot abandon your cause! Sentiment will 
not do it—nothing bnt sympathy that will open' 
fat pocketbooks. Whero does the responsibil- 
ity rest for all this darkness and hardness of 
lot? It may "bo with tarifj tinkers, with shrink- 
ago in values, with tho silver problem, with 
the vast influx of foreign labor, with the exces- 
sive demands of capital, with tho workers1 plea 
for shortened timo and better wages—i t may be 
becauEo of the monsterinonopply spirit, whioh, 
liko a mighty octopus, draws within. its folds 
every live tniog It touches. "Whatever the 
cause, tho hard times arc here. 


It will be noticed that Mr. Dison did 


not "fix the responsibility." .He con- 
tented himself with enumerating a few 
of the causes which occur to the super- 
ficial investigator of unsettled opinion. 
He stumbled where most of his brother 
clergymen stumble—when they reach 
the point whence they are able to dimly 
see that something is radically wrong 
with our social organization, and they 
generally lack the courage to look far- 
ther, fearing that conscience will de- 
mand that they denounce what they see. 


Mr. IDixon could do no more than hun- 


dreds of sympathetic clergymen are doing 
every Sunday. So long as his task was 
to depict conditions ha could perform it 
in an impressive manner and with lan- 
guage as strong as that employed-by the 
most radical socialist, but when it comes 
to proposing remedies he has nothing 
better to offer than alms and temporary 
employment extended in the spirit of 
"charity." These will do for today or 
tomorrow, hi so far as they extend; and 
no man should raise his voice against any 
plan of giving the immediate'aid so bad- 
l y needed. .

But the church must.go deeper and 


build stronger if itjyould leava its im- 
press upon the struggles for justice and 
right which are making and to be made 
by the disinherited toilers of the world.

- In many canes the most nutritions fare 
is both simple and cheaper than, the vi- 
ands that are foolishly boughi by people 
vrho need economy in expenditure, be- 
cause of habit's of rich— which is very 
often unwholesome — living. 


For example, most people think a ten- 


derloin steak jnuet be a much mora 'nour- 
ishing article than a plain steak, because 
it costs more. The same principle actu- 
ates many buyers in purchasing high 
priced butter, fine flour — with much of 
tho nutriment bolted .but of it — and deli- 
cate fish and variables.. 


Professor Atwater classifies the bene- 


fits we get from food under two heiils — 
protein, \rhich nourishes the tissues, 
and caloric, whence aro derived hest 
and energy. 
A round steak costing 


15 cents a pound contains as much of 
both as a tenderloin costing CO cents 
and is just as digestible. Oysters and 
eggs are very low m protein, and butter 
and sugar have none, yet how .many peo- 
ple think these things necessary to their 
nourishment I 'They are richer in the 
the reverse order, in the fatty elements 
which make heat and energy, but Pro- 
fessor Atwater's figures show that there 
are foods- preferable to all of them for 
both the principal benefits needed. The 
following table, based on his researches, 
gives the order of value of foods for the 
two purposes:

How to Kill Cats Humanely. 


The quickest, and easiest way is to 


chloroform, them. Cut the foot of a sock 
oS and .draw it over the cat's head until 
the toe is .well overhernose. Pour about 
half a teaspo.onful of chloroform on the 
toe of the sock. This will frighten the 
cat, but soon induces sleep, when more 
chloroform, enough to kill the animal, is 
added. 


How to Cleanse Wall Paper, 


First remove all tho grease spots by plac- 


ing folds of blotting paper over them and 
ironing with a moderately warm iron, 
after which brush all the dust from the 
paper and clean and brighten it with 
fuller's earth, mixed with water to form 
a hard paste. It must be hard enough 
to handle like bread dough. To clean 
the paper take-'a1 small lump of the clay, 
and commencing at the top" of tho room 
wipe it lightly downward, about half a 
yard at each stroke, till the. upper part 
of the paper is.'clggn,' then around again 
with the.same.Eweeping stroke, always 
commencing -just above the end of the 
stroke above. This carefully done will 
show no lines and renew the appearance 
of your walls. ••" 


How >Iucli the Tables of Stone Weighed. 
According to the Nedarim, these tables 


of Moses were 6 ells long, 6 broad and 3 
thick-, and must have weighed more than 
28 tons, taking the estimate given in the 
Talmud. The Hebrew a'm'h' (cubit or 
ell), at its lowest estimate, is 18 inches, 
and each slab would be therefore 9 feet 
long, 9 feet wide and 44- feet thick. 


How to Treat frosted Plants. 


When plants are frosted, do not sprin- 


kle them .with cold water, bnt remove 
them .at once to a cool, dark place where 
the temperature is just above freezing 
point. Gradually increase the tempera- 
ture either there or by bringing them by 
stages into warmer quarters, and the 
chances are that many o£ the plants.will 
be saved. Keep them away from light 
and heat, and if the foliage is wilted 
after the frost is out of them cut it off,

Hovr to Reduce In Weight. 


' A young English girl afflicted with an 
undesirable amount of adipose tissue has 
succeeded .in ridding herself of a large 
amount of it without injuring her health 
by following the regimen given below. 
She began by getting up at 6;. o'clock 
every morning and taking a three"mile 
walk before breakfast without consider- 
ing the weather. At 9 o'clock she had.a 
large cup of coffee, with very little 
sugar, and a s,lice of dry bread. Then 
she occupied herself as she liked until S 
o'clock, when more "bread and some vege- 
tables composed her meal. At 4:30 she 
was o2 for another long walk, followed 
by a cup of tea and a few dry biscuits. 
Ninety dayaof thia regimen reduced her 
weight from 185 to 14o pounds. 


How to Make Buckwheat Cakes. 


The old fashioned rule for buckwheat 


cakes is undoubtedly the best, and it 
calls for 4 cupfnls of buckwheat, a small 
cupful of Indian meal, an even table- 
spoonful of salt, a half cake of com- 
pressed .yeast, 2 cupfuls of water and 2 
cupfuls of milk, mixed together and 
added when lukewarm. 
These cakes 


must.be mised up over night and left to 
rise till morning. In the morning they 
should have risen and fallen back. This 
condition of the batter may be told ."by 
inspecting the sides of the dish, where 
the mark to which the batter has risen 
will be found. 


This would not be a desirable state of 


things in tho case of any other batter, as 
it would indicate that it was sour, but 
the slight acidity which would ezist in a 
properly raised buckwheat batter if it 
were not corrected by soda is complete- 
ly done away with when an even tea- 
spoonful of soda stirred in half a cupful 
of lukewarm-milk is put in in the morn- 
ing "just before" the cakes are baked. 
When the soda is added, the cakes 
should foam up like yeast. 


How to Clean Brirrora. 


Wash them off with a chamois skin 


wrung out of clean water. They will 
dry brilliantly and need, no polishing. 
This is the easiest way to wash glass in 
doors or windows also. 


How to Prevent a Cold. 


Do not allow yourself to feel "chilly." 


It may indicate a circumstance or phys- 
ical condition, either of which can be 
modified by prompt attention. 
If you 


are chilly from a, draft, move away 
from it, stop it off or put on mora 
clothes. 
If .the coldness arises'from 


a physical condition, yon are probably 
taking cold. Heat a brick and sit with 
your feet itpou it until you. are heated 
through. 


How to Care for Apples. • 


There 13 uo nussiiuu about the impor- 


tance of so,-f ar as possible preventing the 
bruising of the fruit. It may be safely 
assumed that germs of decay are lurking 
about everywhere, read}' to come in con- 
tact with .any substances. A bruise or 
cut in the akin is therefore even worse 
than a rough place caused by a scab 
fungus as a lodgment provided by the 
minute spores of various sorts. If the 
juice exudes, it at once furnishes the 
choicest of conditions for molds to grow. 
An apple bruised is the fruit for tho de- 
say o£ which germs .are specially in- 
vited, and when such a specimen is placed 
in the midst of other fruit it soon be- 
comes a point of infection for its neigh- 
bors on all sides. 
Seldom is a fully rot- 


ten apple found in a bin without several 
others near by it being more or less af- 
fected. A rotten apple is. not its broth- 
er's keeper, 
. ,- 


The surrounding conditions favor or 


retard the growth of the decay fungi. 
If the temperature is near freezing, they 
are comparatively inactive, but when 
ths room is warm and .rapiBt the fruit 
cannot be expected to keep well. Cold 
storage naturally checks the decay.. The 
ideal apple has no fungous defacements 
and no bruises. If it could be placed in 
a dry, cool room, free from fungous 
germs, it ought to keep indefinitely until 
chemical change ruins it as an articla at 
food.

The manufacturer makes 


cloth because the merchant wants it ann 
cun KIVO ample security for payment, nnd 
the merchant wants it because his cus- 
tomers want'it and are able to pay him 
for his investment with a profit. 


"If tha great consuming classes are cut 


off in their inourne aud wages the mer- 
chant's sales decline, nnd when this occurs 
the manufacturer's orders decline, and 
when they decline the demand for labor 
declines 
and the 
workman's 
wages 


decline. If capital cannot get a profit out 
of its investment it will not work, and if 
capital does not work labor is idle. When 
labor is idle wages roach the lowest point, 
even to the few who are employed. Cap- 
ital must have faith in the future. It 
must bo able to calculate on the future. It 
must know that what it makes today it 
can dispose of at a profit tomorrow, or 
next week, or next month. 
• "It must be certain that no legislation ia 
to intervene which will injuriously affect 
the vnlue of the goods it makes nor the 
market in which they are sold. Manu- 
facturing industries have no assurance 
today either as to the price or the market 
beyond the immediate present. If they 
turn a wheel beyond present orders they 
are co .fronted with uncertainty and prob- 
able loss, and capital, always sensitive, 
shrinks from these, and while it sits in 
fea'-, labor sits iu idleness. Tho too com- 
mon expression thnt "tariffs could not 
affect :uv tiusmess" is llttte luard now. 


"Free tiude or a revenue tariff is the 


remedy offered by tho^e who differ Irotu 
us on this economic question. 
More for- 


eign Roods and more easily to be obtained 
is the prescription offered by our political 
opponents its sure to reopen our idle millx. 
Will it help? 
Will it do it? 
Free trade 


cannot rekindle the fires in our factories. 
Free trade cannot increase onr production 
at home. Nobody advocates it with any 
such view. Its whole aim is to increase 
foreign importations, which increase must 
of necessity diminish like domestic produc- 
tion. 


"There can bo but one of two results to 


follow the introduction of free trade or a 
revenue tariff. 
Either domestic produc- 
tion will lie diminished, or tue wages of 
labor will be diminished, or both, and 
either or bnth are results which should 
meet with prompt condemnation from the 
great body of the American people. 
Is 


theie anybody auy longer iu doubt about 
the >oivl trouble in the country today! The 
President of tae United States in his 
August message announced a great fact. 
He said; 
" 'It may be true that the embarrass- 


ment from which the business of the 
cotmtry is suffering arises as much from 
evils apprehended as from those actually 
existing.' 


•'This ia true. Remove the apprehen- 


sion of threatened tariff legislation, re- 
move the scare of the promised free tr ide 
bill, remove the fear which, has settled 
Upon every business interest, and confi- 
dence will return. It was this fear which 
found expression in the recent elections of 
the people, aud these, however they miij 
be regarded in certain quarters, were im- 
pressive protests against the party which 
created the fenr. We huve everything 
this year we had last but stood times. 


"If a full and free expression could be 


bad, there 1st scarcely a state of the Union 
which would record its majority vote in 
favor of free trade or a purely revenue 
tariff. I am firm in tho conviction that 
the preponderating 
sentiment of the 


country is for1 a protective tariff—was in 
'02 and is now. The verdict of last year 
was not against the protective system, and 
Jf the party in power so interprets it.it 
will do so at its own peril as a party, find 
at the peril of the vast invested interests 
•f the country. 
"There Is not a state, if its real senti- 


ment could be had today, but would ad- 
vise congre«s to keen its hands off the 
present tariff and leave any revision which 
experlt-nce may prove to be necessary to 
the friends of the protective system; not 
a Democratic representative from an in- 


, dustrial state, who, i£ he would voice the 
true, sentiments of his constituents today, 
but would vote against the proposed raid 
npon our industries. 
"What would be more welcome to the 


business interests of the country, to the 


wage workers of the country and every 
true American mierost, than the assur- 
ance that this congress would adjourn 
without meddllne with our industrial 
legislation? 
Such an assurance would 


bring glad tidings o£ great joy to the 
millions of American homes whose occu- 
pants see the winter coming, the savings 
of years K°ing or gone, and no work or 
wages in sight. The free trade congress 
is a. fearful menace to the industrial in- 
terests of the country. Business is now 
waiting on the uncertainty of the congr jss 
soon to convene, or, to be more exnot, 
upon the certainty of unfriendly legisla- 
tion when It do. s cnnvene, nnd while busi- 
ness is waiting the laborer is waiting out- 
side with nothing to do. 


"I sound the note of warning here to- 


night, I wish it might reach every corner 
of the country; that every reduction of the 
tariff wiS! bo f >llo>^ed toy a reduction of 
wagi H; thitt eiery cut in ttie tni-iff rates 
will bo followed by a cut in the wage r.ites. 
The effect of the proposed tiirifl legisla- 
tion, whether intended or not, i.s tin un- 
erring blowat labor which will be instantly 
felt in the home oE every operative iu the 
Uuited States. The threat; of it has al- 
ready been felt. The friends of protection 
should not now falter. 


"The fight is only begun. If temporarily 


lost, it is not to be given up. Con rage was 
never more needed and never more ex- 
pected by tlio people from their represen- 
tatives than now. It is the detnund of the 
hour and tna requirement of the situa- 
tion. 


"Tha tinkerers of the tariff should lie 


thwiirted; they should be opposed at every 
step in their program of destruction. Re.- 
Dublicans and Democrats svho believe in 
the protective system iu congress should 
stand together in resisting every effort to 
weaken or destioy il. 


"Ii! it ia «t lust to be accomplished, let 


none of the responsibility rest upon us. In 
a time like the present, with idlu men and 
idle mill*,—platforms to tho rear and the- 
ories to tlie winds,—the voice of partisan- 
ship should UHVO no plnco iu our councils, 
the voice of patriotism should alone be 
heard. Let there be no yielding nf princi- 
ple, no compromises which shall despoil 
our workalu p.s aud degrade our labor. Let 
us be Aniei leans, and may the congress 
soon to nsatnible show itself HS genuinely 
American a^ the great body of the people 
which it represents." 


Mr. Road's Speooh. 


Thomas B. Bred spoke next. He snid: 


"We have had a glorious victory, but that 
is only the -beginning of the war. We 
have three years before us, three years of. 
sober endeavor. We musu't let the Intox- 
ication of victory overcome us. The truth 
has been announced by tongues the most 
eloquent in the world, and scill the Dem- 
ocrats have faltered and turned their 
backs upon the principles of prosperity. 
Even if we should he successful in defeat- 
ing nny effort of the Democratic party to 
carry out the program of their platform 
we nhould not forget • our duty to push 
forward. 
"Whero are we today? The people all 


over the country realize the fact of the de- 
pression whii-h the country is now under- 
going. ^1 have the greatest hope for the 
future/ No one supposed that the result 
would be so tremendous in Ohio. In Mas- 
sachusetts we prevented the establishment 
of a dynasty of RnsselLs. Iowa stands 
firm in the Bepublicaii party, and New 
York, which we had given up as irredeem- 
able, without a special act of grace, 
by tue simultaneous acts of its people, 
joined the ranks of the Republican party. 


"You have one areat duty before you, a 


duty for the people.

"If your protected industries in New 


England stop, what business is there f or 
the railroad? Who is to take the men 
that the railroad employed into their em- 
ploy?

the enemies of their country. It is that 
future that is dreaded. Leo me tell you 
that you have a simple duty to perform.

No News Till His Message Goes to 


Congress.

Thomas has lived in Honolulu ovur nine 
years, audis conversant with the Hawaiian 
political situation. Ho says: 


"You. a--k me to give you a clear state- 


ment of the situation in these islands and 
to state my unbiased opinion in regard to 
\vhat\\illbetheouteonifl of the struggle 
to establish a republic here. This is a 
hard tldnjj to do at the present time, for 
we are all at bea as to what position the 
United States Rovernment is going to as- 
sume towards us. 


"Minister Willis has ju°;t arrived and 


piosented his 
credpntiuls to Piesidaut 


1 Djle. All sorts of rumors are afloat. One 
is that Willis la gunisc to assist LHlou- 
! kalatvi to regain her throne. What lends 


I color to this rumor was the lirndinR of a 
number of marines frotn the man-of-war 
Philadelphia, and a number of boats from 
that warship filled with men, all of whom 
wera heavily armed, were kept on the 
water all oua night. At daybreak, these 
boats were taken back onboard the Phila- 
delphia. 


"No one can tell what the meaning of 


this movi meat is. It was said that the 
queen's, friauds intended to make an at- 
tempt to get control otthegovernmi nt, and 
that the maiiuos were to assist them. 
It 


was discovered that tue secret of their plan 
had beon miulo known; that the conspir- 
ators were under surveillance, and it was 
decided at the last moment to give up the 
attempt. 


"Let me tell you that if any attempt is 


made to replace the queen on the throne 
there will be bloodshed. We have now a 


, citizens,' guard numbering nearly 500 men, 
and this guard will fight to the last to up- 
hold the new goverjimerxt 
We are 'now 


( enjoying freedom aud comparative safety, 
and if the UniU'd States will only annex 
us, and, if it won't do that, keep its hands 
off, then we will hecoma prospuious. Be- 
fore the 
provisional 
government wag 


formed we were like a lot of slaves, afraid 
to open our mouths. 


"Minister Stevens understood the situa- 


tion here. He is an honest man, and his 
report is a truthful one. If Harrison had 
remained president a few months longer 
we would have been annexed long ago. 
The feeling here against President Cleve- 
land is very bitter, and Willis is looked 
upon with suspicion. 


"I think a permanent republic will be 


established in a few weeks, and the queen 
will then be forced to leave the island.

Kinley of Ohio wan on the speakers' plat- 
form, and he looked like a man of victory. 
Tom Reed of MivinB was thero at his side 
nod Governor-Elect Greenhalge of Mas- 
sachusetts. Governor Fuller of Vermont 
wai 
near 
at hand 
and Congressman 


Cousins of Iowa was in the midst of them. 
Collector Be«rd was present, and by his 
Bide sat the venerable Senator 
Hour. 


Thomas N. Hart, ex-postmasier ot Boston 
and Bepubllcan candidate for mayor of 
Bogtou, also sat at the table reserved for 
the principal Kuestg, and President Bent of 
the Home Market club was the center of 
them all. 


After ihe dinner President Bent opened 


tbe speakinjj with a brief aildress. Ho 
then introduced S nator Hoar as tbe first 
epeuker. Mr. Hoar anid: 


Senator llonr'a KemarKs. 


"I don't think just now that there is any 


occasion for the Home Market club to dis- 
band.

the mi-reliant wautg it becnuse his cus- 
tomers want'it and are able to pay him 
for his investment with a profit. 


"1C cbe great consuming classes are cut 


off in their incume and wages the mer- 
chant's sales decline, and when, this occurs 
the manufacturer's orders decline, and 
when they decline the demand for labor 
declines 
and the 
workman's 
wa^es 


decline. If capital cannot get a profit out 
of its investment it will not work, Hnd if 
capital does not work labor is idle. When 
laboris idle wages reach the lowest point, 
even to the few who are employed. Cap- 
ital muat have faith in the future. It 
must be able to calculate on the future. It 
muat know that what it makes today it 
can dispose ot at a profit tomorrow, or 
next week, or next month, 
• "It must be certain that no legislation Is 
to intervene which will injuriously uffect 
tht value of the goods it makes nor the 
market in which they are sold. 
Manu- 


facturing industries have no assurance 
today either as to the price or tlie market 
beyond the immediate present. If they 
turn a wheel beyond present orders they 
are co 'fronted with uncertainty und prob- 
able loss, and capital, always sensitive, 
shrinks from these, and while it sits in 
fea1-, labor sits in idleness. The too com- 
mon expression thit "tariffs could not 
affect ojy uusiness" is llttl-6 heard now. 


"Free trade or a revenue tnriS is the 


remedy offered by those who differ Iroin 
us on this economic question. 
More for- 


eign poods and mure easily to be obtained 
ii the prescription offered by our political 
opponents a* sure to reopen our idle mill". 
Will it heli)? 
Will it dj it? 
Free trade 


cannot, rekindle the fires in our factories. 
Free trade cannot increase our production 
at home. Nobody advocates it with any 
sncli view. Its whole aim is to increase 
foreign importations, which increase must 
of necessity diminish like domestic produc- 
tion. 


"There can be bat one of two results to 


follow the iatrotluet.iL.H of free trade or a 
revenue tariff. 
Either domestic produc- 


tion will be diminished, or the wages of 
lubor will be diminished, or both, and 
either.or bnth are results which should 
meet with prompt condemnation from the 
great body of the American people. 
Is 


there anybody aiiy Icmger iu doubt about 
the real trouble in the country today? The 
President of the United States in his 
August m&jsuge announced a great fact. 
Beenid: 
" 'It may be true that the embarrass- 


ment from which the business of the 
country is suffering arises as much from 
evils apprehended as from those actually 
existing.' 


''Tiiis Is true. Remove the apprehen- 


sion ot threatened tariff legislation, re- 
move the scare of the promised free tr'ide 
bill, remove the fear which has settled 
upon every business interest, and confi- 
dence will return, It was this fear which 
found expression in tbe recent elections of 
the people, and. these, however they mitj 
be regarded in certain quarters, were im- 
pressive protssts against the party which 
created tr>e fenr. We buve everything 
this year we had last bnt Eooi times, 


"If a full and free expression could be 


tad, there is scarcely a state of the Union 
which would record its majority vote in 
favor of free trade or a purely revenue 
tariff. I am firm in the cnnvic;ion that 
the preponderating sentiment of the 
country is for* n protective tariff—was in 
'92 tod is now. Tbe verdict of lost year 
wa? not azalnst the protective system, and 


" If the party in power so interprets it, it 


will do s,o at its own peril as a party, and 
at the peril of the vast invested interests 
»f the country. 


"There is not a stats, if its real senti- 


ment conld be had today, but would ad- 
vise congress to keen its hands oft the 
present tariff and le*ve any revision which 
experience may prove to be necessary to 
tbe friends of che protective system; nob 
B Democratic reprpsentative from nn in- 
dustrial state, who, if he wouM voice the 
true sentiments of his constituents today, 
bat would vote ag«inst the proposed raid 
upon our industries. 


"What vf oulvl be more welcome to tho 


business interests of. the country, to the 


wage workers of the country and every 
true American mierost, than toe anBur- 
•nce that this congress would adjourn 
without meddllne with our industrial 
legislation? 
Such an assurance would 


brlnff glad tidings of great joy to the 
millions ot American homes whose occu- 
pants sea the winter coming, tbe savings 
of years poingor gone, and no work or 
wages in sight. The free trade congress 
Is a fearful menace to the industrial in- 
terests of the country. Business is now 
waiting on the uncertainty oE the congr.'ss 
soon to convene, or, to be. more exnct, 
upon the certainty.of unfriendly legisla- 
tion when itdors cnnvene, and while busi- 
ness ia -walling tbe laborer is waiting out- 
side with, noihme to do. 


"I sound the note of warning here to- 


niphr, I wish it might reach every corner 
of the country; that every reduction of the 
tariff will be f>llowed toy n. reduction of 
wagi'H; that every cut in the tariff rates 
will be followed by a cut iu tlie wage r.ites. 
The effect of the proposed turifl li'giala- 
tion, whether intended or not, is t*n ua- 
errins blowatlftbur which will be instantly 
felt in the home of every operative in the 
Uuitod States. The threat of it hns al- 
ready been felt. Tbe friends of protection 
should not now falter. 


"The fight is only beirun. I£ temporarily 


lost, it Is not to be given up. Coiimifa wus 
never more needed and never more ex- 
pected by tbo people from their represen- 
tatives than. now. It is tbe denvind of tho 
hour and tne requirement of the situa- 
tion. 


"Tho tinlcerors of the tariff should ha 


thwurted; they should be oppnsed at every 
step In their program of destruction. R«- 
DublicnnB and Democrats who beliove in 
the protective system iu congress should 
stand together in resisting every tftort to 
weaken or destroy it. 


"It it is /it lust to be accomplished, let 


none of tbe responsibility rest upon us. la 
a time like tbe pre-sent, wtlh idle men aud 
idle milla,—platforms to tho rear and tha- 
ories to tlie winds,—the voice of partisan- 
ship should Lmve no pluce in our councils, 
the voice of patriotism, should alone be 
heard. Jjet there be no yielding nf princi- 
ple, no compromises which shall despoil 
our workHhrpi and degrade our labor. Let 
us be Americans, and1 may tha coneresa 
Bonn, to ftbst-uible show itself! us genuinely 
American as toe great body of che people 
which it represents." 


Mr. Rned'a Speech. 


Thomas B. Reed spoke next, He snid: 


"Wo have had jt glorious victory, but that 
is only the -beginning of the war. 
"We 


hnve three yeurs bi'Cure us, three years o£ 
sober endeavor. We mu.in't let. the Intox- 
ication of victory overcome us. The truth 
has been announced by tongues the rnoac 
eloquent in the world, and alill the Dem- 
ocrats have faltered aud turned their 
backs upon the principles of prosperity. 
Even if we ahould.be successful in defeat- 
ing nny eHort of the Democratic party to 
CHrryoutvhe program of their platform 
we should not forgeo-our duty to push 
forward. 


"Where are we today? The people all 


over the country realize the fact ot tbe de- 
pression whii'.h the country is now under- 
goiue. r I have the greatest hope for the 
future.'

There are present five normal 
schools located at Salom, Worcester BHd-»e- 
•watcr, Westfield aud Framingliam. An 
important section of the state cannot bo 
easily icaclied from any of these places 
There is an urgent domand tor a now nor 
raal school in the- northern part of Wor- 
cester county. At the next session of the 
.legislature the state will bo asked to estab- 
lish such a school. 


Members of tho school committee in 


many neighboring towns tfre very anxious 
to have this new Institution located at 
Gardner because it is so easily reached bv 
railroad ftom all directions. 
A carctul 


study of tho matter seems to indicate that 
Gardner is the best place for tho school 
Its high aud heathful situation, tlio excel- 
lent character of Us citizens aud other' de- 
sirable points, would give the school <rpit 
advantages. The matter will come up be- 
fore tho next meeting of the state board of 
education.—Boston Herald. 


Tho above.article printed in tho Herald 


indicates that a movement is on foot to 
locate another 
state normal school in 


Worcester county. While a city like Low- 
ell has uo 
normal school there is no 


reason why the state should locate one in 
a town in the most backward district. 


Some action should be taken at the next 


meeting of tho school hoard to secure the 
location of a state normal school in this 
city. It would bo a vast bent-lit to the 
towns and cities in this part of tho state. 
Some cities 
are 
establishing 
training 


schools for their own teachers, but tucse 
are in general inadequate to the proper 
training of teachers. The claims of Fitch 
burg and Gardner arc by no means as 
strong as those of Lowell. It might he 
some inducement to the state board of edu- 
cation to locate a normal school in Lowell 
If some Lowell citizen offered a suitable 
site for the building. Lowell is the larg- 
est city in the state which has no normal 
school. It is surrounded by a lot of small 
towns which would derive much benefit 
from a normal school in their vicinity. 
Among these are 
Dracut, Tewksbnry, 


Chelmsford, Tyngsboro, Carlisle, Boxboro, 
W.ayland, Harvard, Billorioa, Wilmington, 
Acton, Groton, Weslford, Dunstable. All 
these arc in direct connection with Lowell 
and are equally interested in the location of 
a state normal school in Lowell. Such an 
institution located in this city -would also 
be a great accommodation for Lawrence.

"\oungster." 


He had come out to us IM a second lieu- 


tenant—a youtif* and beardless graduate 
fiom West Point—and the ragged old 
troopers who had boen fighting Indians for 
tliieo years smiled in contempt. Pity was 
mingled with contempt, however. It was 
hnjList to tho boy to put him up against 
the savage Apaches for his first trial. 
Even some of the veteran officers of the 
war had made n bad tailure of it when 
they cnnio out to the plains. 


''Tho youngster," as the men called him, 


had been with us a fortnight when the 
colonel ordered him out on a scout. We 
were to go down tho valley four miles, 
turn to the west and ride down the bank 
of Walnut creek three miles and then 
como back over the hills.

He bad come out to us as a, second lieu- 
enant—a youns and beardless graduate 
rom West Point—and the ragged old 
roopers who had been fighting Indians for 
breo years smiled in contempt.

,he men. They held their carbines ready 
;or what might come aud obliqued off 
against the hillside.. I think the officer 
was about to hurl some indignant protest 
at us when we got a volley from the 
mshes. Every man in that, troop realized 
in the instant that we had only ten or a 
dozen redskins to deal with—every man 
mt the officer. Had we wheeled into line, 
fired.a volley and charged, we should hove 
driven them from cover and bad a good 
.how to exterminate the band. "Tho

On he* head the lady worn a eray and pink 
velvet toque bordei'ed with largo black 
pearl beadsandwith a small tuft of plumes 
and peacock tips. There was a long wrap 
of tufted wool in gray and white, lined with 
cherry satin, lying beside her across the 
book of a chair. 


A younger lady wore n. "burnt sugar" 


brown velvet gown made in exactly the 
same style, bxit without fur. A reversed 
puffing around tho bottom of the sarno vel- 
vet was equally effective, but the flat, 
seamless waist was a decided drawback to 
lier gracefulness. The reason I lay such 
stress upon these waists is to caution ladies 
against them, us the stylo cannot possibly 
last, and no woman needs to make horsel* 
ugly. 
The skirts to all street dresses now are 


quite short, not touching the ground in 
any place and standing out widely or foil- 
ing closely, as the wearer elects. There is 
no arbitrary rule. Some of the skirts ore 
circular, which brings them mostly bias, 
"but the most of them have five to seven 
gores — more five than seven, though. 
There is little trimming, and what thcrci is 
is marked more by its fineness than -showi- 
ness. One decidedly elegant tailor finished 
gown shown mo recently hud nothing in 
the way of ornamentation but one .single 
line of narrow black soutache braid sewed 
about six inches from tho bottom. Tuis 
made a single black line, but somehow 
showed up iu such a way as to catch the 
eye at once and rouse the admiration for 
its effect. 


Fur will bo seen on so many silken visit- 


ing and reception gowns during this season 
that one is almost justified in saying all. 
Tbeve is something regal and so comfort- 
able locking about fur trim in ins;-, that wo- 
men are not to be blamed for putting it on 
everything. Velvet is probably the favorite 
gown, but not every one can have it. An 
odd fancy, and after all a successful one, is 
to have triniminaa of broadcloth on velvet 


tumes. 
The oloth for this purpose 


should be ot the very finest quality and 
should be fii-st s>ewed over a foundation of 
stiff muslin, and this then sets up higher 
than the pile of the velvet. It would be fa 
tnl to the effect if the cloth were put on 
without tho lining. It is used as bands 
around tho bottom of. tho skirt, as rovers, 
as vests, and in a dozen other fancies, and 
its very oddity gives It a stylish effect. 


The horso show brings all the wealthiest 


people in this city together and is, next 
to Kiistev, the scene of the greatest display 
of fine gowns and bonnets of the year as 
well as of wraps. The younger ladies rather 
affect severe tailor made gowns and jack-

ets. The covert coats were very orach in 
evidence. These new covert coats are fully 
a foot longer than they have ever been 
made before. The skirts are so full as to be 
almost circular and are lined throughout 
with&atin or Mlk, striped satin or cherry, 
seeming to be preferred. These coats are 
made of drab coachman's cloth or of some 
other o£ the light colored cloths, and the 
skirt is finished in the most exquisite man- 
ner. 
The coat is interlined so as to be quite 


warm. There is a snug waist to go with the 
skirt of the same material and cut with 
great care, so as tout perfectly and to take 
up the least amount of space under the coat. 
Largo pearl or bone buttons finish the coat. 
No trimming beyond the flaring or ruffled 
collar is admissible, but a feather boa or a 
small animal boa can be worn with these 
coats. 


One young lady had a dress of a peculiar 


plaid. The body of the plaid was in shep- 
herd's chuck of slate and black, with a 
plaid an inch square formed of one black 
arid one white thread thrown over it. This 
was made with a plain six gore skirt, the 
back breadths being straight and laid in 
deep plaits.

Rich silks, vel 
vets and furs, with no end of embroidery 
and heading lace and ribbons, were seen 
everywhere. Notable among many hand- 
somo costumes was a dress of moire of a 
metallic luster, not gray or blue exactly,

POINTS ABOUT CARPET MENDING- 


OFINTEBEST TO .READERS, 


Ammonia as a Carpet Cleaner—A Hanging 


Cushion—STew .England i-^io of tlie JKea 
Sort—Culinary Suggestion*. 
Brussels and other nap carpets may be 


pieced so neatly that the seam almost es- 
capes notice. In order to do this the parts 
to be joined, having been carefully matched 
as to pattern, should be trimmed smoothly, 
following the line of the weft. Next but- 
tonhole the edges carefully with carpet 
thread of a color as near as possible the 
Wool of ths carpet. Stitches must be taken 
evenly ou wrong side through at least two 
threads of the weft, taking care not to en- 
tangle and flatten or to ravel wool on the 
edges. When this is done, overhand togeth- 
er on wrong side the two buttonholed edges, 
andfc" the work is done neatly when the 
carpet is tacked down the seam will be per- 
fectly smooth. By the ingenious and capa- 
ble sewer pieces may be so inserted where 
holes or ineradicable spots have been as to 
defy scrutiny, and the otherwise condemned 
carpet may be rendered useful for at least 
another year. 


Stair carpets so treated will be entirely 


Without the lumpy seams so disagreeable 
to the tread, and which so soon present a 
gray, faded ridge destitute of wool. 


When, carpets have been worn in spots or 


lines so that the gray weft is exposed, tem- 
porary relief may be had by applying liquid 
tlyes with a small paint brush, using colors 
nearest the wool of the carpet. 


A pretty badly worn stair carpet was 


made quite presentable by a skillful treat- 
ment with colors used for painting on bolfc- 
jng cloth. Only two applications during 
the year were necessary, and this ingenious 
frescoing stood admirably the test of fre- 
quent dusting and brushing. Care should 
be taken not to drop the staining liquid in 
large spots. If not sufficiently colored, al- 
low to dry and repeat treatment next day. 
Colored inks of various shades are also use- 
ful in this direction, according to a writer 
In Harper's Bazar, who gives the foregoing 
practical information.

POINTS ABTOT CARPET MENDING 


OF INTEREST TO READERS.

Ammonia ae a Carpet Cleaner—A. Hanging 


" Cnsb.Ion—New £n£land fia of the Heal 
Sort—Culinary Suggestions. 
Brussels and other nap carpets may be 


pieced BO neatly that the seam almost es- 
capes notice. In order to do this the parts 
to be joined, havingbeencarefullymatched 
ns to pattern, should be trimmed smoothly, 
following the line of the weft. West but- 
tonhole the-edges carefully with carpet 
thread of a color as near as possible the- 
Wool of the carpet. Stitches must betaken ' 
evenly on wrong side through at least two 
threads of the weft, taking care not to en- 
tangle and flaften or to ravel wool on tha 
edges. "When this is done; overhand togeth- 
er on wrong side the two buttonholed edges, 
andy the work is done neatly when the 
carpet is tacked down the seam will be per- 
fectly smooth. .' By the ingenious and capa- 
ble sewer pieces may be so inserted where 
holes or ineradicable spots have been as to" 
defy scrutiny, and tbe otherwise condemned 
carpet may be rendered useful for at least 
another year. 


Stair carpets so treated will tie entirely 


without the lumpy seams so disagreeable 
to the tread, and which so Boon, present a 
gray, faded ridge destitute of wool. 


"When carpets have been worn in spots or 


lines so that tbe gray weft is exposed, tem- 
porary relief may be had by applying liquid 
lives with a small paint brush, using colors 
tearest the wool of the carpet. 


A pretty badly worn stair carpet was 


made quite presentable by a skillful treat- 
ment with colors used for painting on "bolt- 
rag cloth. Only two applications during 
the year were necessary, and this ingenious 
frescoing stood admirably the test of fre- 
quent dusting and brushing. Care should 
be taken not to drop the staining liquid in 
large spots. If not sufficiently colored, al- 
low to dry and repeat treatment next day. 
Colored inks of various shades are also use- 
ful in. this direction, according to a writer 
in Harper's Bazar, who gives the foregoing 
practical information.

comments as follows upon cactuses hi gen- 
eral nnd ono species in particular; 


Many people regard tlieso wondeis of tha 


vegetable kingdom as "horrid things," and 
with good cause. Somo o£ tho most awk- 
ward, ungainly shapes that over a crazy 
botanist dreamed o£ aro reproduced iu a 
big cactus bed, For all that tho plants are 
an interesting study, and the number of 
cactus fanciers is steadily increasing. 


Pbyllocuotus latifrons is a species closely 
allied to the true night flowering Cerous 
grandiflorils. To a lover of flowers it is a 
treat to seo a good, strong plant of the spe- 
cies bud and flower. The stem has few 
spines, short and soft, growing at regular 


. intervals on tho ridgt's, of which there are 


five. I'or weeks it will show no sign of 
life, and then thero will comfe a swelling, 
generally near the top. This swelling \vill 
gradually opon and a little woolly ttifb ap- 
pear. This may baa bad, or ib maybe a 
new sboot, and it takes several days before 
that point is settled. If It he a bud, when 
it hns become about 6 inches long and some- 
what lighter in color toward the end it 
should bo watched, as it may bloom before 
any one is aware of it. The flowers usually 
opon about 8 o'clock in tho evening, and 
when oiico' the end of tho bud bursts the 
flower can be seen to swell and grow and 
spread out into a sweet smelling thing o£ 
beauty. 


Hollow Houao Walls. 


In. building brick houses -where, they are 


not protected b_y surrounding property it 
should'be considered that hollow walls will 
add greatly to the convenience of the occu- 
pants. Hollow walls will render tho house 
cooler in summer and warmer in winter, 
and will assist materially in keeping the 
house dry. The cost of hollow walls is only 
very little higher than that oS walls bviilt 
solid, says Tha Canadian Architect. 


A Multiple Photograph. * 


Popular Science Kews tells that a New 


Jersey photographer has produced a photo- 
graph at n, single exposure which gives five 
different images of the same person in dif- 
ferent positions. 


This is accomplished by placing the sitter 


between two minors placed at an angle of 
45 degrees to each other. The double re-

flection between these mirrors producer 
four images of the person placed in tiont of 
them, the principle being the same as, that 
of the ordinary kaleidoscope. The original 
face is made in profile, and the reflections 
give the full face, opposite profile and two 
rear views. Tho result is cuiiotis and in- 
teresting nnd, it has be'en suggested, would 
bo useful in identifying criminals nnd an 
improvement upon the single photograph 
for that purpose. 


STRANGE GRAVES OF AN UN- 


KNOWN RACE. 


Soapstoue or French' Clhallc—Definition of 


Olln Podrldfi—The Chinese lilke JSuro- 
I>enu Bottle«. 


The little people] Who h.ns not heard 


the Tennessee mountaineers' tradition of 
the pygmy race which once inhabited their 
fields and woods—"the leetle people?" A 
correspondent of the Now York Herald 
tells o£ a recent vihit to one of their burial 
grounds and mentions tha following

amonp: othoi- things obborved: There was a 
low wall of earth, inclosing; an area of per- 
haps soven or eight acres, the' earth iu. this 


i wall having been thrown np from a trench 
! duR just \Yithin. The earthworks were 


semicircular in outline. In tbo eastern end 
of the xnclosurewas a lowtaound about 8 
feet high and 18 or 20 feet iu diameter. 
There were two rows of shallowRiaves, one 
along cither of the'long walls of the inclos- 
ut-e. 


The pi-ocoss of interment had evidently- 


been very simple. A hole had been dug and 


' the coffin of stone slabs built within it and 
the body let down, -with or -without Brave 
wrappings, and covered-with a stone lid, tho 
wliolo being then covered with earth. These 
were apparently the graves of tho common 
iolk, for almost without an exception the 
narrow stono coffins contained nothing but 
tho crumbling skeletons. It was easy to 
see how tho "pygmy" idoa came about, for 
tho tombs were of diminutivo size, the 
bodies, with knees doubled up to the chin, 
only requiring a space of four feet or so in 
length. 
When the work oil uncovering the low 


mound was begun, I was plainly getting 
into tho com puny of the magnates of the 
"pigmy" society, Here were regular mum- 
my cases, somo made oi skins and some of 
woven hempen fabric, and these coffins in 
the mound contained an almost infinite 
variety of implements and utensils in stone, 
copper, earthenware and woven materials. 


It was ghastly to -work over tho crumbling 


fragments with tape line and pencil, but 
it resulted in finding that tho bones were 
certainly those of a race of tnll men. Other 
explorers have found isolated groups of 
graves containing the bodies of children 
only, and it may be that the Tennessee 
mountaineers have come upon those segre- 
gations of small bones and mistaken them 
for tho bones of a pigmy race. 


Soapstone or ITrcnoli Chalk. 


Soapstone or steatite is principally com- 


posed of silicon and magnesium, with moie 
or less aluminium and water. It is known 
under several different names—as pot stone, 
reusselaerite and Prencli chalk. It is f ound 
in massive form, and 
iff white oi- yellow, 
olten reddish or greenish white, light green 
or gray in color. It is put to a great vari- 
ety of uses and is found m many countries. 
The principal quarries in the United States 
are at Gratton, Athens, 'Westfield and Marl- 
borough, Vt.; at jFrancestown, Pelham and 
Keeue, jSf. H.; at Middlefield and Chester, 
Mass.; near Baltimore, near "Washington, 
Va., and in Tjoudon county in the same 
state; in S-uilfoid county, N. C.; also in 
other places. Tho earth which the clay 
eaters of Orinoco and New Caledonia de- 
vour with much appetite is a kind of soft 
Soapstone.

Petroleum For IMphtucria. 


During an epidemic of diphtheria in a 


French town, in which a largo percent died 
under the ordinary treatment, a physician 
tried local applications of petroleum. As 
reported by a foreign journal, ho says; "I 
commenced this mode of treatment on a 
little gui whose fauces, tousils and soft 
palate wore covered v> ith thick false mem- 
branes. JTroui the very first applications of 
the petroleum the membranes wero seen to 
whiten, rotraot and almost dissolve under 
the brush. The same evening she breathed 
more easily and expelled some membra- 
nous exudations. Five days later the child 
was, if not absolutely cured, out of danger, 
and complete recovery was only a question 
of time. From that time forth I employed 
petroleum locally in all my cases, and I con- 
gratulate myself on having done bo, smca 
they all recovered. 


"A throat brush,dipped in to the petroleum 


and shaken, free of any excess of the liquid, 
is passed every hour or every two hours, ac- 
cording to the gravity of the case, over the 
parts covered by membrane. The applica- 
tion is said not to be painful—on the con- 
trary, it produces a soothing effect 
The 


only drawbacks aie the disagreeable taste 
and odor of the petroleum. Membranes ex- 
pelled by patients and received into cap- 
Bttles containing petroleum are almost to- 
tally dibsolved after a gradual process of 
disintegration. The treatment lasted on an 
average a fortnight, at the end of winch 
recovery generally occurred almost sud- 
denly."

Many people regard these wonders of the 


vegetable kingdom as "horrid things," and | 
with good cause. Some of the most awk- 
ward, ungainly"shapes that ever n crazy 
botanist dreamed oC uro reproduced in a 
big cactus bed. For all that the plants are 
an interesting study, and the number of 
cactus fanciers is steadily increasing. 


Phyllocactus latifrons is a species closely 


allied to the true night flowering Ceveus 
grandiflorus. To a lover ot flowers it is n. 
treat to seo a good, strong plant of the spe- 
cies bud and flower. Tha stem has few 
spines, short and soft, growing at regular 
intervals on the ridges, of which there are 
five. For weeks it will show no sign of 
life, and then there will comfe a swelling, 
generally near the top. This swelling will 
gradually open and a little woolly tufb ap- 
pear. This may bo a bud, or it may be a 
new shoot, and it takes several days before 
that point is settled. If it be a bud, when 
it has become about fe inches long and some- 
what lighter in color toward the end it 
should be watched, as it may bloom before 
any one is nware of it. The flowers usually 
open about 8 o'clock in the evening, and 
when once'the end of the bud bursts the 
flower can be seen to swell and grow and 
spread out into a sweet smelling thing ot 
beauty. 


Hollow HOUBD TV alls. 


In building brick houses where they are 


not protected b_y surrounding property it 
Bhould-be considered that hollow walls will 
add greatly to the convenience of the occu- 
pants.

low wall of earth, inclosins an area of per- 
haps seven or eight acres, the earth in this 
wall having been thrown np from a trench 
clup; 3'ust within. The earthworks were 
semicircular in' outline. In the eastern end 
of the inclosurewas a-.lowtaound about 8 
feet high and IB or 20 feet iu diameter. 
There were two rows oj shallow graves, one 
along either of th'e 'long walls of the iriclos- 
\ire. 


The process of interment had evidently 


been very simple. A hole had been dug and 
the coffin of stone slabs built within it and 
the body let down, wither without grave 
wrappings, and covered with a stone lid, the 
whole being then covered with earth. These 
were apparently the graves of the common 
folk, for almost without an exception tho 
narrow stone coffins contained nothing but 
tho crumbling skeletons. It was easy to 
see how tho "pygmy" idea came about, for 
the tombs were of diminutive size, the 
bodies, with knees doubled up to the chin, 
only requiring a space of four feet or so in 
length. • 


When the work o£ uncovering the low 


mound was begun, I was plainly getting 
into tlie company of the magnates of the 
"pigmy" society. Here were regular mum- 
my cases, some made of skins and somo of 
woven hempen fabric; and these coffins in 
the mouud contained an almost infinite 
variety of implements and utensils in stone, 
copper, earthenware and woven materials. 


It was ghastly to work over the crumbling 


fragments with tape line and pencil, but 
it resulted in finding that the bones were 
certainly those o£ a race of tflll men. Other 
explorers have found isolated groups of 
graves containing the bodies of children 
only.and.it may be that the Tennessee 
mountaineers have come upon these segre- 
gations of small bones and mistaken them 
for the bones of a pigmy race.

YOUNG MAN BLOWS OFF THE TOP 


OF HIS HEAD. 


There Was a Method in His Madness lo 


He Stood on the Kail ol a Steamer to 
Make the Job Sure.

BOSTON, Nov. 24. William Mullay, a 


well known resident of Somerville, who 
was interested in sporting matters, com- 
mitted suicide on the steamer Tremont 
from Portland, about 9 30 last night, when 
nearly opposite Point Porpoise. 


The deed, was committed deliberately, 


and in a most sensational manner. 


Papers found in his overcoat indicate 
that he was tired of life. 


He carried a double barrelled shot gun, 


and while standing on the rail, placed the 
muzzle against his forehead, palled the 
trigger blowing the top of his head off. 
The body fell into the water and disap- 
peared from view although thesteamer was 
stopped and a boat sent back to find the 
body should it have been on the surface. 


The passengers were greatly excited.The 


noise of the shots aroused many of them 
from their bunks, but they were soon 
quieted.

first curato. He 


carne lo this city in 1870, and after twelve 
years of service ho was appointed pastor of 
St. Mary's church in Winchester. 


Ho had been in failing health for the 


past few years, and last summer was 
obliged f,o take a trip to Ireland for his 
health. 
Upon returning he again went to 


Ills charge at Winchester and for a time 
his health improved. 
Ho came here 


Thursday night to visit his cousin, Rev. 
William O'Brien, and was then stricken 
with fatal illness. 


Rev. Vt. O' Brten was 42 years of. age. 
Kev. Fr. O'Brien was born in Nenagh, 


County of Tipuerary, Ireland, He was the 
son of Michael and Bridget O' Brien. 
His 


mother's maiden name was Gleason, a 
relative to Fr. Gleason of St. Patrick's 
church. Preparatory studies were taken 
nt Killaloa Dtocesean seminary in Enniss, 
County Clare. 
When the young theologi-

"WAS VISITING AT ST. MICHAEL'S 


PAROCHIAL RESIDENCE. 


For Twelve Tears Was a Beloved Cu- 


rate in Lowell. 


It is with great sadness that the people 


of tbe city heard this morning o£ the death 
of Rev. William M. O'Brien of Winches- 
ter, at the parochial residence of St. 
Michael's church. 


He came to this city night before last 


and was striken with tliat dread disease, 
pneumonia. Few 
people 
in the 
city 


knew that Bev. Fr. Wm. M. O'Brieu 
was 
in 
the 
city: 
even 
many 
of 


the clergymen did not'know of his death 
which occurred at 0 o'clock, until noon. 
The deceased clergyman was for twelve 
years a beloved curate at 
Mt. Patrick's 


church officiating as second curate, with 
his cousin, Rev. William O'Brion, now of 
St. Michael's church, first curate. 
He 


came to this city in 1870, and after twelve 
years of service he was appointed pastor of 
St. Mary's church in Winchester. 


He had been in failing health for the 


past few years, and last summer was 
obliged to lake a trip to Ireland for Ms 
health. Upon returning he again went to 
his charce at Winchester and for a time 
Lis health improved. 
He came here 


Thursday night to visit his cousin, Rev. 
"William O'Brien, and was then stricken 
with fatal illness. 


Rev. Fr. O'Brien was 42 years of age. 
Rev. Fr. O'Brien was born in Nenash, 


County of Tipperary, Ireland. He was the 
son of Michael and Bridget O'Brien. 
His 


mother's maiden name was Gleason, a 
relative to Fr. Gleason of St. Patrick's 
church. Preparatory studies were taken 
at Xillaloe Diocesean seminary in Enniss, 
County Clare. 
When the young theologi- 


cal student finished bis studies 'there, he 
went to St. Patrick's Ecclesiastical semi- 
nary at Thulles, County Tipperary, to 
complete his preparation for the priest-- 
hood. 


He was 24 years of age. when, on Pente- 


cost Sunday, June 29, 1876, he was ordain- 
ed to 'Ihe priesthood and In August of the 
same year he received bis appointment as a 
curate at St.Pairick's church, Lowell. This 
was in August, 1878, and he continued his 
labors here until June, 188S. 
Theu Arch- 


bishop Willliams made him pastor of St. 
Mary's church, Winchester. 


Was Beloved Ijy All. 


The deceased clergyman will be sincerely 
mourned all over the city. 
"Little Father 


William" fas the endearing term of his 
friends, for thus they distinguished him 
from his cousin, the pastor of St. AIicbael'8 
church. He used to move in and out among 
tbe people of St. Patrick's parish; a loving 
word and a firm, cordial baud grasp for all. 
The young men of tbe parish loved him as 
a brother, for he took an interest in them 
and knew so well how to counsel them in 
the right paths. 


When be left to become a pastor in Win- 


chester the regret of the people was great, 
but they magnanimously cherished bis love 
and bade him Godspeed in his broader 
field of duty. 


He was beloved in his own parish, and 


to ihe people there tbe shock of .his death 
will be widely felt. 
The Catholic people 


of this city, and hundreds of Hev. O'Brien's 
fritnds, who were of different religious be- 
lief, seriously mourn the calling away from 
his life \vorlr of a beloved father and pas- 
tor.

Anarchists Who Do Kot Preach Force, But Who 


Take Kindly to an Atmosphere of Mystery—A 
Sympathetic Eyewitness Describes a Weird 
Scene. 


Homo dark, diro mystery must havo 


crept in under tho lynx eyes of Chicago's 
reporters and sharp brained dotactives, 
and hidden itself away bomowhoro in 
the city, hut just what it was tho pub- 
lic is yet at a loss to determine. Chi- 
cago's citizens do not know whether 
they oxight to troinblo as they lio in bed 
at night at thought of the "diabolical 
torch which is to bo substituted for the 
dynamite bomb," or to rest secure in 
Tho Times' assertion that "nothing oc- 
curred worth reporting," or to smile 
loftily with Chicago's chief of police, 
"that everything those conspirators do 
is known to us." But it ia evident that 
a Now York correspondent informed 
Chicago's able reporters and her flue 
police force of something they did not 
know before, The anarchists beat the 
city's officials and Now York writers 
"scooped" her journals, 


Official reports of tho conference have 


boon printed in some of tho labor paper.-), 
but they were not given to the capital- 
istic press, so that only tho bare facts of 
tho nioebing may bo known to many 
readers. 


Out of doors tho clouds, the rain, the 


smoke, the black soil of tho city, com- 
bined to produce as dark and gloomy a 
day as could well be imagined. In nu 
inner room of tho Chicago Times news- 
paper building, reached by climbing two 
dingy flights of stairs or signaling tho 
blase elevator boy, who runs the oldest 
"lift" in the city, reposed the brilliant 
savage who wns to bo host of tho occa- 
sion; one other sab beside him, silent and 
expectant. 


It was midday, but tho shadows of ap- 


proaching night seemed to brood over- 
head and lurk in hidden corners. It waa 
hard to imagine one's self in tho heart of 
a great city, shut within tho walls o£ 
one of its busiest buildings—for the in- 
side of a tent lined with ijark, rich hang- 
ings mofc tho eye, and the subdued roar 
of city traflic coming up from tho street 
far below might as easily have been the 
noise of wiuda and.woods. One window 
opening into a court had been left un- 
curtained, and the raised tent cloth op- 
posite the outer door was hidden by a 
screen. Couches, long, low &eats, cov- 
ered with faltina and blankets, were 
ranged in a circle against the curtains 
of tlio tent, and one pale lamp hung fiom 
the center pole, casting a yellowish light 
that struggled with the gray daylight 
from tho window with a weird effect. 
Tho one modern article of furniture in 
tho room—a table covered with papers, 
ink, pens and pencils—stood close under 
tho hal£ opened window. 


A queer littlo rap came upon the out- 


side door, and tho htho host disappeared 
behind tho screen; a pause, a few low 
spoken words, and two mon entered; 
greetings in low tones, as though the air 
might catch the meaning and bear them 
to antagonistic ears, wero passed between 
those present ere they were seated. Dur- 
ing the nest hour, by twos and threes, at 
intervals, others entered until nearly 80 
people wero afisornbled. 


Tho scribo looked around deeply im- 


pressed. 
The strong, serious 
faces 


ranged in a circle seemed to gleam out 
from the shadows as the yellow light 
fell upon them, like faces in a dream. 
The low tones, the secret manner of en- 
trance, tho gloom, the curious innei 
room with its half barbaric trappings, 
the misty, odorous, atmosphere, all sug- 
gested mystery, weird, dark, brooding 
mystery—deep enough to satisfy the 
most ravenous dime novel Jsoy or the 
most ingenious of Captain Schack's con- 
spiracy hunters'. Conspiracy might well 
brood in the air, dark secrets peep out 
from the folds in the curtains, tho shades 
of orniiioxis coming events creep up from 
the very boards of the floor. The rich- 
est and rarest of Chicago's imaginative 
police could not well conjure up a moro 
typical "anarchist nest." When all wore 
gathered, tho man of tho intermingled 
blood of two grand old races arose, and 
standing straight in the center of tho 
wig warn spoke: 


MY BROTHERS—As my ancestors greeted your 


forefathers wlien theyfatepyocl upon the Amer- 
ican chores seeking newer fiocdomand hide- 
pendonco than they had known before, I, aa a 
cliilcl of a men that lo\ es nothing so well a>! 
liberty, gtoet you, \\ ho have como trom a world 
o£ old enslaving oonvonUonalitlea to seek a 
newer freedom and independence than you 
havo ever known. Four hundred yoaia ago tho 
restlessness born, of a corrupt civili/.ation led 
men to start out nncl finally teuk tho homo and 
tho hospitality of the Indian, \\\to luul ever 
lived close to nature, and been ruled only by 
her laws. Today tho lostlyisrirss ciecping 
out of? your present corrupt civilization has led 
you to sock ideas similar in then ht^h aapiia- 
tionsfer freedom to those of tho ever tree race, 
suul to find apiaco to express them in tho tepee 
»f ono of thoni—tho only spot a tiMhzod city 
i (fords you. White brothers, tlio Indian gives 
fou welcome uml kindly greeting. 


Tho group applauded, and a goatle- 


man, whoso scholarly air and intellec- 
tual face suggested nothing of tlio bla- 
tant agitator, arose and made an address 
of welcome to tho visiting delegates and 
outlined the plan of woik. Tho meeting 
was then open for business. Ono pies- 
ent was requested to act as secretary, 
but no chairman was appointed; no par- 
liamentary rules were observed. 


The writer sat through eight sessions 


of the secret conference and hoard noth- 
ing which might not havo been spoken 
in open pubho meeting. Tho only roabon 
for secrecy was that tho chief of police 
iuil forbidden tho meetings. An at- 
tempt was made in tho beginning to 
hold open sessions. A hall was engaged 
which tho owner was afterward terror- 
ized into closing. It was then that ar- 
rangements wero made for holding the 
conference in the mayor.'s own building, 
behind the editorial rooms of the mayor's 
own paper, a plan which afterward suc- 
ceeded surprisingly well. 


There were nie_n and /women nresent 


flittering opinions. Thoy 


were o? vanoua nationalities, from tho 
dark eyed Spaniard whose .,'locruont 
words had to bo translated by tin inter- 
preter to tho Indian whose ancestors 
welcomed Columbus, including Amer- 
icans whoso foiel'atbors woi'o Bevoln- 
tionary soldiers. There was no official- 
ism, 110 lulos, no chairman; yet less dis- 
order nnd moro fraternal, kindly feeling 
prevailed thaa ia often known in the or- 
dinary conventions. 


Great questions concerning tho welfare 


of humanity and tho progress Q{ civili- 
zation wero discussed, not wiWly and 
foolishly, bat philosophically, as thinkers 
do. Letters from people of worldwide 
reputation, such aa Louise Michel, Mala- 
testo, etc.; communications from Lon- 
don, 
Pans, Amsterdam, Glasgow and 


other cities and from many stat&s in the 
Union were road. Methods of agitation 
and education were discussed at length. 
And where one might have expc-cted the 
air to bo blue with talk of dynamite the 
word was mentioned but once or twice, 
and that only incidentally. 


Aa nothing was officially adopted by 


the conference to which a dissenting 
voice aftei full and free discussion was 
hoard, but few resolutions were passed. 
Tho most important were one advising 
working-men of all nations to resort to a 
univors.il strike in case of war being de- 
clared; another reiterated Cardinal Man- 
mug's statement that starving men havo 
a right to food wherever they can get 
it; another sympathized with and con- 
gratulated Spain for' her men, who liko 
our Revolutionary forefathers rebelled 
against tyranny. And this is the true 
story of tho "secret conspiracy" in Chi- 
cago.

Tliat Toxas Governor Again. 


District Attorney W. B. Camp has 


heard from Governor J. S. Hogg in re- 
gard to tho complaint made by tho attor- 
neys of tho Southern Pacific Railroad 
company that mobs of unemployed work- 
ingmen from California aro taking forci- 
ble posRQSdion of tho coinpaiiy's freight 
trains in Texas. The governor saj's in 
hia letter to Mr. Camp: 


Tn roply to tho letter oi' tho Southern Pacific 


company's atloineys, wherein they claim that 
"mobs" of men aro obstructing and impeding 
certain railway trains, I boa to suggest to yott 
that when these attorneys or any others file 
affidavits that any mob or single individual 
violates n. criminal law of this state, then I am 
ready and willing to i-endor tho local officers 
all tho aid necessary to make it possible for 
them to perform their duties on application 
for that purpose. No officer has a right to ai- 
reat any tramp or citizen except for a viola- 
tion of some cuminal law. Tho railroad com- 
pany's attorneys do not maka complaint that 
tho criminal code < in auj respect has beon vio- 
lated. Whon they do, you aio respectfully ad- 
vised to lully perform yonr duties a7id see that 
the other local officials perform theirs. In the 
meantime I should not permit any man in. this 
state to bo imprisoned lor a mere trcbpa^s, for 
which there is no criminal penally, 1101 shall 1 
ovor stand a bilent ^ itness or an meitoflk'ial 
to tho imprisonment of men aa vagrants when 
their only oflEonso is tramping in quest of 
woik. A great diffeienco can bo tound under 
our laws between a criminal and a civil rem- 
edy It soomi tlio railroad companies havo 
confused tho two in their attempts to deal with 
their tiespasseis.

Rev. Dlron Shown Sympathy JToz the Poor, 


but Dooji 'Noti "I'lx tlio Responsibility." 
Few Men In tlio Pulpit Have the Courage 
to Attack tlio .Real Kvll. 
The Rev. Joseph E, Dixon? pastor of 


the Epiphany Baptist church of West 
Philadelphia, Pa.', haa taken consider- 
able interest in tho problem of the un- 
employed, and a short time ago an- 
nounced that he would deliver a series 
of sermons upon the general theme, "The 
Church In tho Present Crisis." He took 
for the text of his first discourse in the 
series, "The Cry For Bread." He said 
in part: 


Sadder than tho wail o£ Novomlmr seas is 


tho cry of tho multitude for bioad. Ifc is a, dry 
for life. It Is tho clowning agony of body and 
boul. It is a cry that calk tlio huatt as it ought 
to cut purso strings. Our barns and store- 
houses aro full to bursting, and yot moQ wan- 
dor abroad for bread, oaying, whoro is it? 
Hands are idle, laiightor dies away, despair 
sits on every brow. I ypould that I could 
gather up tlio plaint of all this helplessness 
and hunger and pour it into ono mighty sob, 
that I might fill your hearts with tho or.}'. 


Tlioio are some uupiome questions aslrod to- 


day by Iho multitude. It is not a- question of 
homo rule, but whether one shall liavo any 
homo to inlo. Tho qupstiou of l>Vcacl in vital. 
It 13 v, ell to sit in cushioned po ws and march, 


up and down church aisles In platoons of silk, 
but wo must erh o—givo bread. Wo have boon 
dealing too lone with systems of theology that 
aro as diy as tho dry bones in tho valley of 
vision, arid the great burning vital questions of 
cnriiiK for the bouls anil bodies of ijieii have 
boon lost sight of. Men who are starving want 
a loaf of bioad and not a tract. Wider and 
moro humanitarian methods must become a 
part of tho church programme. Mr. E'roudo 
tolls us that while England was overrun by the 
mosL wanton dishonesty tho clergy of tho Es- 
tablished churcli wero agitated about tho color 
oi' their ecclesiastical petticoats. Tho church 
may become efficient by making sentiment. 
Do ,tho 3j,000 people oct of work in tins oily 
feel that the chuich. is their friend—their best 
friend? 


Tho churcli can re-enforco its sentiment by 
supporting tho plan already adopted by our 
city authorities. This is tho time to bmld our 
bouloVaids, to enlarge oxir waterworks, to con- 
struct our sewers, to widen our thoroughfares. 
This is an imperative hour for our transit corn- 
paniob to complete their trolley sybtem. 


Tho second sermon of the series, which 


was delivered one week later, was upon 
"The Ethics of Labor; or, Fixing the Re- 
sponsibility For Hard Times." The sub- 
stance of the speaker's remarks upon 
this pcqiasion, according to the Philadel- 
phia Ledger, was as follows: 


Tho air is rile with the tumult of angered 


men. and hungered mon now as in the time of 
Jehoiakun, when ho built mighty palaces, ex- 
torting from the people vast levonues, and un- 
derpaying his workmen. 


That v> o hnvo fallen upon troublous times, 
that theio has boon j, hush of death put upon 
our industries, aigues that tlieio is n wrong 
sornow heio. But upon ivhom rests tho respon- 
sibility? 


Ethics is the science of a man's life of duty, 
or of wlmt ho ought to do in tho present world. 
Now if wo let, thib grave, sweet law rXin deep 
down into our hearts, what a fi mtaee of good 
will shall ripon from it. One of the glories of 
Clvriatiamty is to teach tho equality of men. 


God does not strike down tho oppressor with 
his white lightning, but tho law of the uni- 
verse is over ngamsc him. On the other hand, 
the gospels plainly teach that lie who lures his 
time and ability to another is to fill up tho fall 
measure of his obligation without murmuring 
or complaint. Tho century in which wohvo 
will bo sot down as ono of vast wealth, and un- 
exampled material progress, ind with record 
of advance will alto be written a social and in- 
dustrial revolution. God giant that the boll 
may just now bo molded that shall 


"King out the feud of rich and poor." 


Givo men work JOT their starving house- 


holds. It is criminal for our transit com- 
panies to cease their operations. It will be a 
stubborn violation of humanitarian laws if 
councils do not do paving-tip to the last mo- 
ment oi' vioather peimission. What docs it 
amount to that the uncertainties of tariff re- 
vision mako tho maiket uncertain? What 
does it amount to that returns will bo a long 
timo in coming in? Your financial caution 
'means beggaiy and awful want to 10,000 
homes. Mightier sermons can bo preached 
this hour by men of money than by men in tho 
ministry. God pity the "don't care" spii it of 
modem trade. 


Lose not your hope. God Almighty will start 
some fire to burning that will warm away your 
fears and your cold. It must be. This great 
city, known in histoiyfor its brotlieily love, 
cannot abandon jour cause. Sentiment will 
not do it—nothing but sympathy that will open 
fat pockctboolcs. Where does tho responsibil- 
ity lest for all this darkness and hardness ol 
lot? It may bo with tariff tinkers, with shrink- 
age in values, with the silver problem, with 
the vast influx of foreign labor, with the oxces- 
fcivo demands of capital, with the workers' plea 
for shortened timo and better wages—it may be 
because of tho monster monopoly spirit, which, 
like a rotghty octopus, draws within its folds 
every livo thing it touoh.es. 
Whatever tho 


cause, the hard times are here. 


It will be noticed that Mr. Dixbn did 


not "fix the responsibility." He con- 
tented himself with enumerating a few 
of the causes which occur to the super- 
ficial investigator of unsettled opinion. 
Ho stumbled whore most of his brother 
clergymen stumble—when they reach 
tho xJoiiit whence they are able to dimly 
see that something is radically wrong 
with our social organization, and they 
generally lack the courage to look far- 
ther, fearing that conscience will de- 
mand that they denounce what they see. 


Mr. Dix7n could do no more than hun- 


dreds of &y aipathotic clergymen are doing 
every Snrday. So long as his task wag 
to depict conditions he could perform it 
in an impressive manner and with lan- 
guage as strong aa that employed by the 
raoat radical socialist, but when it comes 
to proposing remedies he has nothing 
better to offer than alms and temporary 
employment extended in the spirit of 
"charity." These will do for today or 
tomorrow, in so far as they extend; and 
noinaii should raise his voice against any 
plan of giving tho immediate aid so bad- 
ly needed. 


But the church must go deeper and 


build stronger if it would leave its im- 
press upon the struggles for justice and 
right which are makmg and to be made 
by tho disinherited toilers of the world. 
It probably requires considerable cour- 
age to stand in a church pulpit and 
jponk even as plainly as Mr. Dixon has. 
Clerg3'men have lost their places for less. 
But there are those who believe that a 
faithful servant of the Master will not 
only weep with the wronged, but fear- 
lessly denounce the evildoers and scourge 
them from tho temple. 


When this spirit of fearless righteous- 


ness inspires the clergymen of the land, 
they will no longer be asking that oft re- 
peated question, "Why have the work- 
Ing people lost interest in tho church?"

In inany cases tiio most, nutritious fare 


is both simple and cheaper than the vi- 
ands that ari^f oolishly bought by people 
•who need economy in expenditure, be- 
cause of habits of rich — which is very 
often unwhojesonio — living. 


For example, most people think a ten- 


derloin steak musb bo a much moro nour- 
ishing article than a plain steak, because 
it costs more. The same principle actu- 
ates many buyers in purchasing high 
priced butter, fine ( flour — with much of 
the nutriment bolted out of it — and deli- 
cate fish and vegetables. 


Professor Alwater classifies the bene- 


fits we get from food under two beards — 
protein, which nourishes the tissues, 
and caloric, whence are derived he;j;t 
and energy. 
A round steak costing 


15 cents a pound contains as much of 
both as a tenderloin costing CO cents 
and is just as digestible. Oysters and 
eggs are very low in protein, and butter 
and sugar have none, yet how many peo- 
ple think these things necessary to their 
nourishment! They are richer in tho 
the reverse order, in the fatty elements 
which make heat and energy, but Pro- 
fessor Atwater's figures show that there 
are foods preferable to all of them for 
both the principal benefits needed. The 
following table, based on his researches, 
gives the order 6f value of foods for the 
two purposes:

How to Kill Cats Humanely. 


The quickest and easiest way is to 


chloroform them. Cut the foot of 'a sock 
off and draw it over the cat's head until 
the toe is well over her nose. Pour about 
half a teaspoonful of chloroform on the 
toe of the sock. This will frighten the 
cat, but soon induces sleep, when more 
chloioform, enough to Mil the animal, is 
added. 


How to Cloanae Wall Paper. 


First remove allihe grease spots by plac- 


ing folds of blotting paper over them and 
ironing with a moderately warm iron, 
after which brush all the dust from the 
paper and clean and brighten it with 
fuller's earth, mixed with water to form 
a hard paste. It rrmst be hard enough 
to handle fike bread dough. To clean 
the paper tako a small lump of the clay, 
and commencing at the top of the room 
wipe it lightly downward, about half a 
yard at each stroke, till the upper part 
of the paper is clean, then around again 
with the same sweeping stroke, always 
commencing just above the end of the 
stroke above. This carefully done will 
show no lines and renew the appearance 
of your walls. 


How THCaoli tlie Tal>los of Stotse "Weighed. 
According to the Nedarim, these tables 


of Moses were 0 ells long, 6 broad and 3 
thick, and must have weighed more than 
28 tons, taking the estimate givep in the 
Talmud. The Hebrew a'rn'h' (cubit or 
ell), at its lowest estimate, is 18 inches, 
and each slab would be therefore 9 feet 
long, 9 feet wide and 4-J feet thick. 


How to Treat Ifrosted Plants.

How to Reduce In Weight. 


A young English girl afflicted with an 


undesirable amount of adipose tissue has 
succeeded in ridding herself of a large 
amount of it without injuring her health 
by following the regimen given bslow. 
She began by getting tip at 0 o'clock 
every morning and taking a three mile 
walk befure breakfast without consider- 
ing the weather, At 9 o'clock she had a 
large cup of coffee, with very littlo 
sugar, and a slice of dry bread. Then 
she occupied herself as she liked until 2 
o'clock, when more bread and some vege- 
tables composed her meal. At 4:80 sho 
was off for another long walk, followed 
by a cup of tea and a few dry biscuits. 
Ninety days of this regimen reduced her 
•weight from 185 to 145 pcmnds. 


How to Malto Buckwheat Cahog. 


The old fashioned rule for buckwheat 


cakes is undoubtedly the best, and it 
calls for 4 cupfuls of buckwheat, a small 
cupful of Indian meal, an even table- 
spoonful of salt, a half cake of com- 
pressed yeast, 2 cupfuls of water and 3 
cupfuls of milk, mixed together and 
added when lukewarm. 
These cakes 


must be mixed np over night and left to 
rise till morning. In tho morning they 
should have risen and fallen back. This 
condition of tho batter may be told by 
inspecting the Sides of the dish, where 
tho mark to which the batter has risen 
will be found. 


This would not be a desirable state of 


things in the case of any other batter, aa 
it would indicate that it was sour, but 
the slight acidity which would exist in a 
properly raised buckwheat batter if it 
were not corrected by soda is complete- 
ly done away with when an even tea- 
spoonful of soda stirred in half a cupful 
of lukewarm milk is put in in the morn- 
ing just before the calces are baked. 
When the soda is added, the cakes 
should foam up like yeast.

How to Prevent a Cold, 


I Do not allow yourself to feel'"chilly."

If you 
are chilly from a draft, move away 
from it, stop it off or put on more 
clothes. 
If tho coldness arises from 


a physical condition, you are probably 
taking cold. Heat a brick and sit with 
your feet upon it until you are heated 
thrcragh. 


How to Care for Apples. 
There la no question j,boui tho impor- 


tance of so,far as possible preventing the 
bruising of the fruit. It may bo safely 
assumed that germs of decay are lurking 
about everywhere, readyto come in con- 
tact with any substances, A bruise or 
cut in the skin IB therefore even worse 
than a rough place caused by a scab 
fungus as a lodgment provided by the 
minute spores of various sorts. If the 
juice exudes, it at once furnishes the 
shoicest 9? conditions for molds to grow. 
An apple bruised io the fruit for the de- 
jay of which germs are specially in- 
vited, and when such a specimen is placed 
in the midst of other fruit it soon be- 
comes a point of infection for its neigh- 
bors on all sides. Seldom is a fully rot- 
ten apple found in a bin without several 
others near by it being more or less af- 
fected. A rotten apple is not its broth- 
er's keeper. 
v 


The surrounding conditions favor or 


retard the growth of the decay fungi. 
If the temperature is near freezing, they 
are comparatively inactive, but when 
the room is warm and moist the fruit 
cannot be expected to keep well. Cold 
storage naturally checks the decay. Tho 
ideal apple has no fungous defacements 
and no bruises. If it could be placod in 
a dry, cool room, free from fungous 
germs, it ought to keep indefinitely until 
chemical change ruins it as an article of 
food. 


How to Become Balilliended. 
A medical authority claims that bald- 


ness is a product and sign of culture. If 
baldness is a sign of culture, something 
devoutedly to be wished, we shall per- 
form, a public service in showing how 
this condition can be quickly reached. 


"Wo lose in the course of time," said 


Voltaire, "our teeth, our hair and our 
ideas." That may be true as far as tho 
teeth and ideas are concerned, bxit we 
cannot always depend upon losing our 
hair. 
Persons who long for the proofs of cul- 


ture must resort at once to the methods of 
art. The first good rule is to keep the 
head warm. In summer, if yAl wish to 
become bald, do not wear a straw hat. 
On the contrary, let your headgear be a 
felt or cloth hat, a derby or a stovepipe. 
In winter always wear a fur cap. While 
in the house, at all times of the year, 
do not fail to wear a fez or an oil cap.

Our young 
dandies who curry their heads every 
morning with two brushes and in the 
course of a day comb their hair when- 
over they see a mirror are on the right 
path to baldness. ' That is also true of 
women who allow their hair to be combed 
by tmpracticed servants. 


How to Test Mushrooms. 


Good edible mushrooms peel easily, 


have a pleasant smell, are never shiny, 
and have white tops and red or black 
gills or stems. Poisonous fungi turn yel- 
low if rubbed by a gold ring or if their 
gills are sprinkled' with salt. Poisonous 
ones also turn a silver spoon or coin 
black if either is put into them while 
cooking. An antidote if poisoned is pow- 
erful emeticByjfollowed b'y1 castor-oil.

tectives Were Outwitted, 


Anarchists Who Do Mot Preach Force, But Who 
•» 


Take Kindly to an Atmosphere of Mystery—A 
Sympathetic Eyewitness Describes a Weird 
Scene. 


Borne dark, diro mystery must have 


erept in under tho lynx eyes of Chicago's 
reporters and sharp brained dc-tectivea, 
and hidden itself away Gome^vhcro in. 
the city, but just what it was the pub- 
lic is yet at a loss to determine. Chi- 
cago's citizens do not kno-w whether 
they onght to tremble aa they lie in bed 
at night at thought of the "diabolical 
torch •which is to be substituted for the 
dynamito bomb," or to rest secure in 
Tho Times' assertion that "nothing oc- 
curred worth reporting," or to smilo 
loftily with Chicago's chief of police, 
"that everything these conspirators do 
is known to ns." But it is evident that 
a New York correspondent informed 
Chicago's ablo reporters and her fine 
police force of something they did not 
know before. The anarchists beat the 
city's officials and New York •writers 
"scooped" her journals. 


Official reports of tho conference have 


been printed in some of tho labor papers, 
but they were not given to the capital- 
istic press, BO that only the bare facts of 
the meeting may bo known to many 
readers. 


Out of doors the clouds, the rain, the 


smoke, the black soil of the city, com- 
bined to produce as dark and gloomy a 
day as could well be imagined. In an 
inner room of the Chicago Times news- 
paper building, reached by climbing two 
dingy flights of stairs or signaling tbo 
blase elevator boy, who runa the oldest 
"lift'' in the city, reposed the brilliant 
savage who was to bo host of tho occa- 
sion; one other sat beside him, silent and 
expectant. 


It was midday, bat the shadows of ap- 


proaching night seemed to brood over- 
head and lurk in hidden corners. It was 
hard to imagine one's self in the heart of 
a great city, shnt within tho walls of 
one of its busiest buildings—for the in- 
side of a tent lined with dark, rich hang- 
ings met tho eye, and the subdued roar 
of city traffic coming up from the street 
far below might as easily have been the 
noise of winds and. woods. One window 
opening into a court had been left un- 
cnrtained, and the raised tent cloth op- 
posite the outer door was hidden by a 
screen. Couches, long, low seats, cov- 
ered with skins and blankets, were 
rar.ged ia a circle against tho curtains 
of tha tent, and one pale lamp hung from 
the center pole, casting a yellowish light 
that struggled with the gray daylight 
from the window with a weird effect." 
The one modern article of furniture in 
tho room—a table covered with papers, 
ink, pens and pencils—stood close under 
the half opened window. 


A queer little rap came npon the out- 


side door, and tho lithe host disappeared 
behind the screen; a pause, a few low 
spoken words, and two men entered; 
greetings in low tones, 03 though the air 
might catch the meaning and bear them 
to antagonistic ears, were passed between 
those present ere they were seated. Dur- 
ing the next hour, by twos and threes, at 
intervals, others entered until nearly 30 
people were assembled, 


Tho scribe looked arotmd deeply im- 


pressed. 
The strong, serious 
faces 


ranged in a circle seemed to gleam out 
from the-.shadows as the yellow light 
fell upon them, like1 faces in a dream. 
The low tones, the secret manner of en- 
trance, the gloom, tho curious inne: 
room with its half barbaric trappings, 
the misty, odorous, atmosphere, all sug- 
gested mystery, weird, dark, brooding 
mystery—deep enough to satisfy the 
most ravenous dime novel Jsoy or the 
most ingenious of Captain Schack's con- 
spiracy hnnters'. Conspiracy might well 
brood in the air, dark secrets peep oi.it 
from the folds in the curtains, the shades 
of ominous coming events creep up from 
tho very boards of the floor. The rich- 
est and rarest of Chicago's imaginative 
police could not well conjure up a more 
typical "anarchist nest." "When all were 
gathered, the man of tho intermingled 
blood of two grand old races arose, and 
standing straight in the center of the 
wigwam spoke: 


ilT BROTHERS—As my ancestors grcctc<l your 


forefathers when they stepped upon the Amer- 
ican shores seeking never freedom antl inde- 
pendence than they had known before. I, ns a 
child of a r&co tluit loves nothing en '.veil as 
liberty, &rrect you, who have come from a ivorld 
oC old enslaving conventionalities to sect a 
newer freedom and independence tlmn you 
have ever known. Four hundred years ;u;o tho 
•restlessness born of a corrupt civilization led 
men to start out and finally seek the homo and 
tho hospitality of the Indian, ivho hud ever 
lived close to nature, and been ruled only by 
her laws. Today tho restlessness creeping 
ont of yonr present corrupt civilisation lias led 
you to seek ideas similar in their lii^h aspira- 
tions for freedom to thoso of the ever CLTC race, 
and to find aplnco to cxpress them in tho tejjeo 
»f one of them—tho only spot a civilized city 
Iffords you. Vv"hito brothers, the Indian gives 
fou "welcome and kindly greeting. 


The group applauded, and a gentle- 


man, whose scholarly p.ir and intellec- 
tual face suggested nothing of the bla- 
tant agitator, arose and made an address 
of -welcome to tho visiting delegates and 
outlined the plan of work. Tho meeting 
was then open for business. One pres- 
ent VTC.S requested to act as secretary, 
but no chairman was appointed; no par- 
liamentary rules were observed. 


The writer sat through eight sessions 


of the secret conference and heard noth- 
ing which might not have been spoten 
in open public meeting. The only reason 
for secrecy was that the chief of polico 
iad forbidden the meetings. An at- 
tempt was made in the beginning to 
hold open sessions. A hall was engaged 
which tho owner was afterward terror- 
ized into closing. It was then that ar- 
rangements -were made for holding the 
conference in the mayor.'s own building, 
behind the editorial rooms of themayor's 
own paper, a plan which afterward suc- 
ceeded surprisingly well. 


There were men and ,wqmen present 


differing opmiona. They 


werB (i? various nationalities, from the 
dark eyed Spaniard svliosa oloqvumt 
words had to be translated by itn inter- 
preter to the Indian whose ancestors 
welcomed Columbus, including Amer- 
icans whose forei'nthers were Revolu- 
tionary soldiers. There was no oifieial- 
ism, no rules, no chairman; yet less "dis- 
order and moro fraternal, kindly feeling 
prevailed than is otten known ia the or- 
dinary conventions. 


Great questions concerning tha welfare 


of Immunity and tho progress ol! civili- 
zation wero discussed, not wildly and 
foolishly, but philosophically, as thinkers 
do. Letters from people of worldwide 
reputation, such a& Louise Michel, Mala- 
testo, etc.; communications from Lon- 
don, 
Paris, Amsterdam, Glasgow and 


other cities and from many statte in the 
Union were read. Methods of nictation 
and education were discussed at length. 
And whore one might have expected the 
air to bo bltie with talk of dynamite the 
word was mentioned but once or twice, 
and that only incidentally. 


As nothing was officially adopted by 


the conference to which a dissenting 
voice after full and free discussion was 
heard, but few resolutions were passed. 
The most important were one advising 
•workingmen of all nations to resort to a, 
universal strike in case of war being de- 
clured; another reiterated Cardinal Man- 
ning's statement that starving men have 
a right to food wherever they can get 
it; another sympathized with and con- 
gratulated Spain for' her men, who lika 
our Revolutionary forefathers rebelled 
against tyranny. And this is the true 
story of the "secret conspiracy" in Chi- 
cago.

That Texas Governor Again. 


District Attorney W. R. Canip has 


heard from Governor J. S. Hogg in re- 
gard to the complaint made by the attor- 
neys of the Southern Pacific 'Railroad 
company that mobs of unemployed work- 
ingmen from California arc taking forci- 
ble possession of the company's freight 
trains in Texas. The governor says in 
his letter to Mr. Camp; 


In reply to the letter of tho Southern Puciflo 


company's attorneys, wherein they claim that 
"mobs" of men aro obstructing and Impeding 
certain railway trains, I boz to suggeat to yon 
that when theso attorneys or any others file 
affidavits that any mob or single- individual 
violates a criminal law of this state, then I am 
ready and willing to render tlie local officers 
all tlio aid necessary to make it. possible for 
them to perform their duties on appllcatlou 
for that purpose. No' officer has a rjffht to ar- 
rest any tramp or citizen except for a viola- 
tion of some criminal Inw. Tho railroad com- 
pany's attorneys do not make complaint that 
tho criminal codq<in-any respect has been vio- 
lated. "When they do, you are respectfully ad- 
vised to fully perform your duties and see that 
the other local officials perform theirs. In the 
meantime I should notpermit any man in. this 
state to bo imprisoned for a mero trespass, for 
which there is no criminal penalty, nor shall 1 
cvor stand a silent witness or an inert onicial 
to tho imprisonment of men aa vagrants when 
tueir only offense is tramping in quest of 
work. A great dillercncc can bo found tinder 
our laws "between n criminal and ivcivil rem- 
edy. It seems tho railroad companies have 
confused tho two in their attempts to tlcalivith 
their trespassers.

It was determined at last to 
award the work by lot. Several hun- 
dred slips were prepared, and on 25 of 
them was written the inagic word, 
"Work." They were dropped in a pan 
and held above tho heads of the crowd.

bat Doc^ ^fofc "I^t^ ttio IlcsponslbiHty." 
Few jllen In tlio Pulpit Have the Coarago 
to Attack tlie Real Evil. 
The Key. Joseph R, Diion; pastor of 


the Epiphany Baptist church of "West 
Philadelphia, Pa.',1 haa taken, consider- 
able interest in the problem of the un- 
employed, and a short time ago an- 
nounced that he would deliver a series 
of sermonsupon the general theme, "The 
Church In tho Present Crisis." He took 
for the text of his first discourse in the 
series, "The Cry For Bread." Ee said 
in part: 


Sadder than tb.9 wail of Novomber. seas .ia 


tho cry of tho multitude for bread. It Is a cry 
for life. It is the crowning neony of body and 
BOU]. It is a cry that cats the heart aa It ought 
to cut purso strings. Our barns and store- 
houses ai'o full to bursting, and yet rnon wan- 
der abroad fbr bread, Saying, whcro is It? 
Hands are idle, laughter dies awayf despair 
sits on every braw. I would that I could 
gather up tbu plaint of all this helplessness 
and hunger and pour It into one- mighty aob, 
that I might Jill your hearts with, tho cry. 


There o,re some supreme questions as lead to- 


day by tho multitude. It is not a question of 
homo rule, but vrhether one shn,ll hava any 
homo to rule. The question of Iji-ead i.'j vital. 


It is well to sit in cusliioncd pows and march 


np and down church aisles-in platoons of sillc, 
but wo must eivo—givo bread. We have been 
dealing too lone; with systems of theology that 
aro as dry as tho dry hones in tlio valley of 
vision, and the great burning vital questions of 
carinc; .for tlio souls and .bodies of men have 
been lost sight of. Men who are starving want 
a loaf of bread and not a. tract. Wider and 
moro humanitarian methods must became a 
part of tho church programme. -Sir. Froude 
tells us that while England was overrun by the 
most wanton dishonesty thfl clergy of tho Es- 
tablished church wero agitated about tho color 
of their ecclesiastical petticoats, Tha church, 
may hccorae efficient by making sentiment. 
Do tho 3.5,000 people onb of-work'In'tills oily 
feef that the church is their friend—their best 
friend? 


Tho church can re-enforco its sentiment by 


supporting the plan, already adopted by our 
city authorities. This is tho time to build OUT 
boulevards, to enlarge pur waterworks, to con- 
struct our sewers, to widen our thoroughfares. 
This is an imperative hour for our transit com- 
panies to complete their trolley system, 


The second sermon of the series, which 


was delivered one week later, was upon 
"The Ethics of Labor; or, Fixing the Re- 
sponsibility For Hard Times." The sub- 
stance of the speaker's remarks upon 
this qcqasion, according to the Philadel- 
phia Ledger, was as follows: 


Tho air is rife with the tumult of angered 


men and hungered man. novf as in the- time of 
Jehoiakim, when Iio built mighty-palaces, ex- 
torting from the people vast revenues, and un- ' 
derpayiiig his workmen.. . 


Tlmtwo hava fallen upon troublous times, 
that there has been a hush of death put upon 
onr industries, argues that thero is a wrong 
somewhere. But upon whom rests tho respon- 
sibility? 


Ethics is the science of a man's life of duty, 


or of what ho ought to do in tho present world. 
Now if we let this grave, sweet law nin deep 
down into our hearts, what a fruitnEe of good 
will shall ripen from it. One of the glories of 
Christianity is to teocli tho equality of men. 


God does not strike down tho oppressor with 


Ills white lightning, but tho law of the uni- 
verse Is ever against him. On the other hand, 
tb.G gospels plainly teach that lie wlio liireg his 
time and ability to another is to fill up the fall 
measure of Ms obligation without murmuring 
or complaint. Tho century in which wo live 
will bo set down as one ot vast wealth and un- 
exampled material progress, and with record 
of advance \yill also \>e written a social and in- 
dustrial revolution. God grant that the bell 
may just now bo molded that shall 


"Rinp; out the feud of rich and poor." 


Givo men YJOrlt for their starving house- 


holds. It is criminal for our transit com- 
panies ^o cease their operations. It will be a 
stubborn violation of humanitarian laws if 
councils do not do paving-Tip to tile last mo- 
ment of weather permission. What docs it 
amount to that the uncertainties of tariff re- 
vision mnko the market uncertain? "What 
does it amount to that returns will bo a long 
timo in coming in? Your financial caution 
means beggary and awful want to 10,000 
homes. Mightier sermons can be preached 
this hour by men of money than by men. in tho 
ministry. God pity the "don'b care" spirit of 
modern trade. 


Lose notyourhope. God Almighty will start 


Komo fire to burning that will warm away your 
fears and your cold. It must be. This jrreat 
cily, known in history for its brotherly love, 
cannot abandon your cause. ' Sentiment will 
not doit—nothing bntsympatliy that willopen 
fat pookeLbooka. Where decs the responsibil- 
ity rest for all this darkness and hardness oj 
lot? It may bo with tariff tinkers, with shrink- 
aco in values, with the silver problem, with 
the vast influx of foreign labor, with the exces- 
sive demands of capital, with the workersvplea 
for shortened timo and betterwages—icmaybo 
because of tho monster monopoly spirit, whioh, 
like a mighty octopus, draws within its folds 
every Hvo tiling it touches. 
Whatever tho 


cause, the hard times aro here. 


It will be noticed that Mr. Dixon did 


not "fix the responsibility." He con- 
tented himself with enumerating a few 
of the causes which occur to the super- 
ficial investigator of unsettled opinion. 
Ho stumbled where most of his brother 
clergymen stumble—when they reach 
tho point whence they are able to dimly 
see that something is radically wrong 
with our social organization, and they 
generally lack the- courage to look far- 
ther, fearing that conscience will de- 
mand that they denounce what they see. 


Mr. Dixou could do no more than, hun- 


dreds of sympathetic clergymen are doing 
every Sunday. So long as his task was. 
to depict conditions he could perform it 
iu an impressive manner and with lan- 
guage as strong aa that employed by the 
most radical socialist, but when it comes 
to proposing remedies he has nothing 
better to offer than alms and temporary 
employment extended in the spirit of 
"charity." These will do for today or 
tomorrow, in so far r.s they extend; and 
no man should raise his voice against any 
plan of giving the immediate aid so bad- 
ly needed. 


But the church .must go deepe.1: and 


build stronger if. it would leave its im- 
presstipon the struggles for justice and 
right, which are making and to be made 
by the disinherited toilers of the world. 
It probably requires considerable cour- 
age to btand in a church pulpit, and 
^peak even as plainly as Mr. Dixon has. 
Clergymen have lost their places for less. 
But there are those who believe that a 
faithful servant.o£. the Master will not 
only weep with the wronged, but fear- 
lessly, denounce the evildoers and scourge 
them from the temple. 


When this spirit of fearless righteous- 


ness inspires the clergymen of the land, 
they will no longer 'be asking that oft re- 
peated question, "Why have the work- 
ing people lost interest in the church?"

protein, which nourishes the tissues, 
and caloric, whence are derived heijt 
and energy. 
A round steak coating 


15 cents a pound contains aa much of 
both, aa a tenderloin costing 50 cents 
and is just as digestible. Oysters and 
eggs are very low in protein, and butter 
and sugar have none, yet how many peo- 
ple think these things necessary to their 
nourishment! They are richer in the 
the reverse order, in the. fatty elements 
which make heat and energy, but Pro- 
fessor Atwater's figures show that there 
are foods preferable to all of them for 
both the principal benefits needed. The

How to l^ill Cats Hamano]y. 


The quickest and easiest way is to 


chloroform them. Cut the foot of'a sock 
ofE and draw it over the cat's head until 
the toe is well overhernose.

This will frighten the 
cat, but soon induces sleep, when more 
chloroform, enough to bill tha animal, is 
added. 


How to Cleanse "Wall Paper. 


First remove alLthe grease spots by plac- 


ing folds of blotting paper over them and 
ironing with a moderately warm iron, 
after which brush all the dust from the 
paper and clean and brighten it with 
fuller's earth, mixed with water to form 
a hard paste. It must be hard enough, 
to handle like bread dough. To clean 
the paper take a small lump of the clay, 
and commencing at the top of the room 
-wipe it lightly downward, abont half a 
yard at each stroke, till the upper part 
of the paper is clean, then around again 
with the same s(weepuig stroke, always 
commencing just above the end of the 
stroke above. This carefully done will 
show no lines and renew the appearance 
of your walls. • 


How Mncn. the Tallies of Sfceme Weighed. 
According to the Nedarim, these tables 


o£ Moses were G ells long, 6 broad and 3 
thick, and must have weighed more than 
28 tons, taking the estimate given in the 
Talmud. The Hebrew a'm'h' (cubit or 
ell), at its lowest estimate, is 18 inches, 
and each slab would bo therefore 9 feet 
long, 9 feet wide and 4^ feet thick. 


HOTT to Treat ITroated Plants. 


When plants are frosted, do not sprin- 


kle them with cold water, but remove 
them at once to a, cool, dark place where 
the temperature is just above freezing 
point.' Gradually increase the tempera- 
ture either, thera or by bringing them by 
stages into warmer quarters, and the 
chances are that many of the plants will 
be saved. Keep them away from bight 
and heat, and if the foliage is wilted 
after the frost is out of them out it off.

If it could be placed in 
a dry, cool room, free from, fungous 


erms, it onght to keep indefinitely until 


chemical change ruins it as an article sf 
food.

Courage was 
never more needed and never more ex- 
pected by the people from their represen- 
tatives than now. It is the demand of the 
hour and ttie requirement of tho situa- 
tion. 


"The tinkerers of the tariff should be 


thwarted; they should be opposed at every 
atop in their program of destruction. Re- 
publicans and Democrats who believe in 
the protective system in congress should 
stand together in resisting every effort l/o 
weaken or de<troy it. 
"It it is lit Hist to be accomplished, let 


none of the responsibility rest upon us. In 
a time like the present, with idle men and 
idla mills,—platforms to tho ienr and tUe- 
oiit'.s to the winds,—the voice of partisan- 
ship should have no plncu in oviv councils, 
the voice of patriotism should alone ba 
heard.

hud been with us u fortnight when the 
colonel ordered him out 011 a scout. 
We 


were to go down tho valley four miles, 
turn to tho-west and rido down the bank 
of Walnut oreek three miles and then 
come back over the hills. One sergeant, 
one corporal—33 troopers iu all. At that 
time the chances were against sighting an 
Indian, but tbe movement would tell their 
spies that we were alert and watchful. 


In due tiuio we reached the creek and 


turned in. It was lined with trees and 
bushes and offered cover to an enemy. 
"The j'oungster" gave 110 orders, however, 
and appeared greatly surprised when he 
looked back aud observed the attitude of 
tho men. They kUd their carbines ready 
for what might come and obliqued off 
against the hillside. I ttimk the officer 
was about to hurl some indignant protest 
at us when wo got a volley from the 
bushes. Every man in that troop realised 
on tho instant that wo had only ten or u 
dozen redskins to deal with—every man 
but tho officer. Had we wheeled into line, 
firi-d a volley and charged, we should have 
driven them from cover and had a good 
show to exterminate the band.

With that hosotnpand moved up the 


hill as if .surveying the country, and uo ono 
happened to bo looking at him when ho put 
hK revolver to his head and sent u bullet 
into his brains. Ho was dead before wo 
reached him. Poor "youngster!" A court 
martial would have dismissed him from 
tho service. Kveu had no charges been pre- 
ferred, he could not have held his head up 
among men—lighting men.

Gardner because it is so easily reached by 
railroad from all directions. 
A careful 


study of the matter seems to indicate ihat 
Gardner i3 the best place for the school 
Its high and heathful situation, the excel- 
lent character of ils citizens and other de- 
sirable points, would give the school Teat 
advantages. The matter will come up be- 
fore the nest meeting of the state board of 
education.—Boston Herald. 


The above article printed in the Herald 


indicates that a movement is on foot to 
locate another 
state normal school in 


Worcester county. While a city like Low- 
ell has no .normal school there is no 
reason why tht state should locate one in 
a town in the most backward district. 


Some action should be taken at the next 


meeting of HID school board to secure the 
location of a state normal school in tlxis 
city. It would be a vast benefit to the 
towns and cities in this part of the state. 
Some cities 
are 
establishing 
training 


schools for their own teachers, but these 
are in general inadequate to the proper 
training of teachers. The claims of Fitch 
burg and Gardner are by uo means as 
strong as those of Lowell. It mi.cht bs 
some inducement to the state board of edu- 
cation to locate a normal school in Lowell 
If some Lowell citizen offered a suilable 
site for the building. 'Lowell is the larg- 
est city in the slate which has no normal 
school. It is surrounded by a lot of small 
towns which would derive much benefit 
from a normal school in their vicinity. 
Among these are Dracut, Teivksonry, 
Chelmsford, Tyngsboro, Carlisle, Boxboro, 
Wayland, Harvard, Eillerica, Wilmington, 
Acton, Groton, Weslford, Dunslalile. All 
these are in direct conucetioa with Lowell 
and are equally interested in the location of 
a state normal school in Lowell. Such an 
institution located in this city would. also 
be a great accommodation for Lawrence.

It would be fa- 
tal to tho effect if the cloth were put on 
without the lining It is used as bands 
around the bottom of Uie skirt, as revers, 
n.s vests, and in a dozen other fancies, and 
its very oddity gives it a stylish effect. 


The horse show brings all the wealthiest 


people in this city together and is, next 
to ICaster, the scene of the greatest display 
of fine gowns and bonnets of the year as 
well as of wraps. Tho younger ladies rather 
affect severe tailor made gowns andjack-

ets. The covert coats were very much in 
evidence. These new covert coats are fully 
a foot longer than they have ever been 
made before. The skirts are so full as to be 
almost circular and are lined throughout 
withs<ifcin or silk, striped satin or cherry 
seeming to be preferred. These coats aro 
made of drab coachman's cloth or ot some 
other of tbe light colored cloths, and the 
skirb is finished in the most exquisite man- 
ner. The coat is interlined so as to be quite 
warm. There is a .snug waist to go with the 
skirt of the same material and cut with 
great care, so as to fit perfectly and to take 
up tho least amount of space under the coat. 
Large pearl or bone buttons, finish the coat. 
No trimming beyond tie flaring or ruffled 
collar is admissible, but a feather boa or a 
small animal boa can be worn with these 
coats. 


One young, lady had a dress of a peculiar 


plaid. The body of the plaid was in shep- 
herd's chock of slate and black, with a 
plaid an inch square formed of one black 
and one white thread thrown over it.

POINTS,ABOUT CARPET MENDING 


OF INTEREST TO READERS. 


Ammonia ns a Carpet Cleaner—A Hanging: 


> Cushion—New .b&nglautl fie o£ tUo Real 


Sort—Culinary Suytfestlons. 
Brussels and other nap carpets may bo 


pieced so neatly that tbe seam almost es- 
capes notice. In order to do this the parts 
to bo joined, havingbeenearefully matched 
us to pattern, should bo trimmed smoothly, 
following the liufe of the weft. Next but- 
tonhole tho edges carefully with carpet 
thread of a color as near as possible the 
wool of the carpet. Stitches must be taken 
evenly on wrong side through at least two 
threads of the weft, taking care not to en- 
tangle and flatten or to ravel wool on tho 
edges. When this is done, overhand togeth- 
er on wrong side the two buttonholed edges, 
nnd^C the work is done neatly when the 
carpet is tacked down tho seam will be per- 
fectly smooth. By the ingenious and capa- 
ble sewer pieces may be so inserted where 
holes or ineradicable spots have been as to 
defy scrutiny, and the otherwise condemned 
ciirpefc may be rendered useful for at least 
another year. 


Stair carpets so treated will bo entirely 


without the lumpy seams so disagreeable 
to tho trend, and which so soon present a 
gray, faded ridge destitute of wool. 


When carpets have been worn in spots or 


lines so that the gray weft is exposed, tem- 
porary relief may be had by applying liquid 
ilyes with a small paint brush, using colors 
nearest the wool of the carpet. 


A pretty badly worn stair carpet was 


inade quite presentable by a skillful treat- 
ment with colors used fo.r painting on bolt/- 
Ing cloth. Only two applications during 
the year were necessary, and thia ingenious 
frescoing stood admirably the test of fre- 
quent dusting and brushing. Care should 
be taken not to drop the staining liquid in 
large spots. If not sufficiently colored, al- 
low to dry and repeat treatment next day. 
Colored inks of various shades are also use- 
till in this direction, according to a writer 
lu Harper's Bazar, who gives the foregoing 
practical information.

thiid of nimccd apple two-thirds of chop- 
ped and cooked lean beef, puts in a cupful 
of molasses for each pie, adds a soupcori of 
brandy if she doesn't belong to the W. C. 
T. U., and some cold, black coffee if she 
does, spreads the filling on th'e crust, sticks 
it full of plump raisins and coversitwith 
n delicate blanket of dough crimped on tho 
edges with a iork. It is baked almost as 
lengthy a time as the Peterkins' quince 
Bauco was cooked, "as long as the fire lasts 
and then' better be put on the next day," 
nnj it's more than worth eating when 
dons, writes one who celebrates in Good 
Housekeeping the praise of New England 
cookery. 


Ammonia as a Carpet Clonner, 


If you wish to clean and brighten your 


carpets after they have been beaten and 
put down, wipe with a cloth wrung from 
water, to which a little ammonia has been 
added.

One gown of this description was worn

POINTS .ABOUT CARPET MENDING 


OF INTEREST TO READERS. 


Ammonia ns 11 Carpet Cleaner—A. Hancinc; 


Cushion—New Bnglaud fie of the Kenl 
Sort—Culinary SnugeBtlons. 
Brussels and other nap carpets may be 


pieced so neatly that the seam almost es- 
capes notice. In order to do this .the parts 
to be joined, havingbeencarefullymatched 
F.S to pattern, should be trimmed smoothly, 
following the line of the weft. Next but- 
tonhole the edges carefully with carpet 
thread of a color as near as possible the 
wool of the carpet. Stitches must be taken 
evenly on wrong side through at least two 
threads of the weft, taking care not to en- 
tangle and flatten or to ravel wool on the 
edges. When this is done, overhand togeth- 
er on wrong side the two buttonholed edges, 
andfcf the work is done neatly when tha 
carpet is tacked down tho seam will be per- 
fectly smooth. By the ingenious and capa- 
ble server pieces may be so inserted where 
holes or ineradicable spots have been as to 
flefy scrutiny, and the otherwise condemned 
carpet may be rendered useful for at least 
another year. 


Stair carpets so treated will be entirely 


without the lumpy seams BO disagreeable 
to the tread, and which so soon'present a 
gray, faded ridge destitute of wool. 


When carpets have been worn in spots or 


lines so that the gray weft is exposed, tem- 
porary relief may be had by applying liquid 
dyes with a small paint brush, using colors 
nearest the wool of the carpet. 


A pretty badly worn stair carpet was 


made quite presentable by a skillful treat- 
tuent with colors used fo.r painting on bolt- 
ing cloth. Only two applications during 
the year were necessary, and this ingenious 
frescoing stood admirably the test of fre- 
quent dusting and brushing. 
Care should 


bu taken not to drop the staining liquid in 
large spots. If not sufficiently colored, al- 
low to dry and repeat treatment next day. 
Colored inks of various shades are also use- 
ful in this direction, according to a writer 
In Harper's Bazar, who gives the foregoing 
practical information.

Tho flowers usually 
open about 8 o'clock in the evening, and 
when once" tho end oC tho bud bursts tho 
flower can be seen to swell and grow and 
spread out into a- sweet smelling thing of 
beauty.

A 
correspondent of the New York Herald 
:tells o£ a recent visit to one of their burial 
grounds and mentions the 
following

er things observed: There was a 


low wall of earth, iticlositiK'an area of per- 
haps seven or eight 'acres, the earth in this 
wall having been thrown up from a trench 


! dug just within. The earthworks were 


Bcmiciroular in outline. In the eastern end 
of tho inclosure was a low raound about 8 
feet high and 18 or 20 feet in diameter. 
There were two rows of shallow graves, one 
along either o£ the long walls of tho inclos- 
ure. 


The process of interment-had evidently 


been very simple. A hole had been dug and 
the coffin of stone slabs built within it and 
the body let down, with or without grave 
wrappings, and covered with a stone lid, the 
whole being then covered with earth. These 
were apparently the graves of the common 
folk, for almost without an exception the 
narrow stono coffins contained nothing but 
tho crumbling skeletons. It was easy to 
see how tho "pygmy" idea,.camo about, for 
the tombs were of diminutive size, the 
bodies, with knees doubled up to the chin, 
only requiring a. space of four feet or so in 
length. 


When the -work of, uncovering the low 


mound was begun, I was :plaiuly getting 
into the company of the magnates of the 
"pigmy" society. Hero were regular.mum- 
my cases, some made of skins and some of 
woven hempen fabric, and these coffins in 
tho mound contained an almost infinite 
variety of implements and utensils in stone, 
copper, earthenware and woven, materials. 


It was ghastly to work over the crumbling 


fragments with tape lino and pencil, but 
it resulted in finding that the bones were 
certainly thoso o? a race of tall men. Other 
explorers have found isolated groups of 
graves containing the bodies of children 
only, and it may be that the Tennessee 
mountaineers have come upon these segrer 
gations of small bones and mistaken them 
for the bones of a pigmy race. 


SoapBtono or French Challc. 


Soapstone or steatite is principally com- 


posed of silicon and magnesium, with more 
or less aluminium and water. It is known 
Under several different names—as pot stone, 
rcusselnerite and French chalk. It is found 
in massive form, and is .white or yellow, 
often reddish or greenish white, light' green 
or gray in. color. Ib is put to a great vari- 
ety of uses and is found in many countries.

Petroleum For IMphthoria. 
. ' 


During an..epidemic.of diphtheria in « 


French .town, in which a largo percent died 
under the ordinary treatment, a physician 
tried local applications of .petroleum. As 
reported by.a foreign journal,,he says: "I 
commenced this mode of treatment on a 
little girl.whoso, fauces, tonsils and soft 
palate were covered with thick false mem- 
branes. From the very first applications of 
the, petroleum the membranes were seen to 
whiten, retract and almost dissolve under 
the brush. Tho same evening she breathed 
rnara easily and expelled .some membra- 
nous exudations. Five days later the child 
Was, 
if not absolutely cured, out of danger, 


and complete recovery was only a question 
of t^me. From that time forth I employed 
petroleum locally in all my cases, and I con- 
gratulate myself on having done so, since 
they all recovered. 


"A throat brush,dipped in tothepetroleum 


and shaken free of any excess of the liquid, 
is passed every hour or every two hours, ac- 
cording to the gravity of • the case, over the 
parts covered by membrane. .The applica- 
tion is said not to bo painful-—on the con- 
trary, it produces a soothing effect. The 
only drawbacks are the disagreeable taste 
and odor of the petroleum. Membranes ex- 
pelled by patients .and received into cap- 
sules containing petroleum are almost to- 
tally dissolved after a gradual process ,of. 
disintegration. The treatment lasted on an 
average a fortnight, at the end of which 
recovery generally occurred almost sud- 
denly."

JIany people regard these wonders of the 


vegetable kingdom ns "horrid things," and 
with good cause. Some of the most awk- 
ward, ungainly shapes that ever a crazy 
botanist dreamed of are reproduced in a 
big cactus bed. For all that the plants aro. 
an interesting study, and the number of 
cactus fanciers is steadily Increasing. 


Phyllocactus latifrons is a species closely 


allied to tha true night flowering Cereus 
grandLflorus. To n lover of flowers it is n 
treat to see o good, strong plant of the spe- | 
cies bud and flower. The stem has few 
spines, short and soft, growing at regular 
intervals on the ridges, of which there are 
five. For weeks it will show no sign of 
life, and then thcro will como a swelling, 
generally near tho top. This swelling will 
gradually open and a littlo woolly tuft ap- 
pear. . This may be a bud, or it may be a 
new shoot, and it takes several days before 
that point is settled. If it be a bud, wlien 
it has become about 0 inches long and some- 
what lighter ia color toward the end it 
should be watched, as it may bloom before 
any one is aware of it. The flowers usually 
open about 8 o'clock in the evening, and 
when once" tho end of tho bud bursts the 
flower can be seen to swell nnd grow and 
spread out into a sweet smelling thing of 
beauty. 


Holloir House \Vnlls. 


In bnilding brick houses where they are 


not protected by surrounding property it 
should be considered that hollow walls will 
odd greatly to the convenience of the occu- 
pants. Hollow walls will render tho house 
cooler in summer and warmer in winter, 
and will assist materially in keeping the 
house dry. The cost of hollow walls is only 
very little higher than that of walls built 
solid, says The Canadian Architect.

low wall of earth, inoIositiK an area of per- 
haps seven or eight acres, the earth in this 
wall having been thrown up from a trench 
due; just within. Tha earthworks 'were 
semicircular in outline. In the eastern end 
ofthii in closure was a low mound about 8 
feet high and 18 or 20 feet in diameter, 
There were two rows of shallow graves, one 
along either of the long walls of the inclos- 
urc. 


The process of interment had evidently 


been very simple. A hole had been dug and 
tho coffin of stone slabs built within it and 
the body let down, with or without grave 
wrappings, and covered withastonelid, the 
whole being then covered with earth. These 
wcro apparently the graves o£ the common 
folk, for almost without an exception the 
narrow stone coffins contained nothing but 
the crumbling skeletons. It ~was easy to 
see how tlio "pygmy" idea carno about, for 
the tombs were of diminutive size, the 
bodies, with knees doubled up to the chin, 
only requiring a space of four feet or so in 
length. 


When tbe work of uncovering the low 


mound was begun, I was plainly getting 
into the company of the magnates of the 
"pigmy" society. Hero were regular muru- 
my cases, some made of skins and some of 
woven hempen fabric, and these coffins in 
the mound contained an almost infinite 
variety o£ implements and utensils in stone, 
copper, earthenware and woven, materials. 


It was ghastly to work over the crumbling 


fragments with tape line and pencil, but 
it resulted in finding that the bones were 
certainly those of a race ol tall men. Other 
explorers have found isolated groups of 
graves containing tha bodies of children 
only, and it mqy be that the Tennessee 
mountaineers have come upon these segre- 
gations of small bones and mistaken them, 
for tho bones of a pigmy race.

During an .epidemic of diphtheria in a 


French town, in which a. largo percent died 
under the ordinary treatment, a physician 
tried local applications of petroleum. As 
reported by a foreign journal,.he says: "I 
commenced this mods of treatment on a 
little .girl whoso, fauces, tonsils and soft 
palate were covered with thick false mem- 
branes. From the very first applications of 
the. petroleum the membranes were seen to 
whiten, retract and almost dissolve under 
the brush. Tho same evening she breathed 
more easily and expelled some membra- 
nous exudations. Five days later the child 
was, if not absolutely cured, out of danger, 
and complete recovery was only a question 
of time, From that time forth I employed 
petroleum locally inall my cases, and I con- 
gratulate myself on havinf? done so, since 
they all recovered. 


"A throat brush,dippedintothepetrolenm 


and shaken tree of any excess of the liquid, 
is passed every hour or every two hours, ac- 
cording to the gravity of-the case, over the 
parts covered by membrane.. .The applica- 
tion is said not to be painful—on tho con- 
trary, it produces a soothing effect. The 
only drawbacks are the disagreeable taste 
and odor of the petroleum. Membranes ex- 
pelled by patients. and received into cap- 
Eules containing petroleum are almost to- 
tally dissolved after a gradual process .of 
disintegration. The treatment lasted on an 
average n fortnight, at the end oE which 
recovery generally occurred almost sud- 
denly."

bank equals fully 830,000, but there are 
other matters with" wbi^h Mr. Kimball has 
connected himself aii(2 the bank which 
will make tho loss to that institution much 
larger, probably in the vicinity, of &150,- 
000. 


"Dragged into the Kinaball wreck is 


Mrs. Harriet Spaultling, a sister of John 
F. Kimball, an old lady, who was induced 
by Kimball to lend her name and securities 
as collateral to several institutions with 
whom the ex-president has had dealings. 
This has led to her entire property being 
placed in the hands of assignees. Her 
liabities are estimated at $100,000, but, it 
is said she will pay one hundred cents on a 
dollar and have something remaining. 


"Connected with John IT. Kimball in 


his deals was John F. Zebley, a New York 
banker and broker; Cfippen, Lawrence & 
Co. of Concord, N. H; W. P. Kimball & 
Co., a Chicago mortgage firm, and Charles 
K. Kimball, his bi other, and a member of 
the Gosvenor-Kichards Plaster company of 
Saucus, Mass. 
There arc also involved 


with him John M. Pcvey of Lowell, and 
tho Bank of Montieal. 
Through John F. 


Zebley of Now Yoik, a lot of stuff has 
been unloaded in Lowell, among which arc 
the Consolidated Kail way company of St. 
John, N. B., of which Zebley was presi- 
dent. 
The Appleton National bank holds 


$31,000 of these bonds. 


"The Bank of Montreal is also a loser to 


the tune of 520,000, on a loan which was 
made through Kimball's endorsement and 
obtained, it is said, through its St. John, 
K. 13., branch. 
Not only is the Appleton 


National bank a loser through Kirn ball, 
but Cashier Ed. K. Perley is liable on

It would have taken little to have pre- 


cipitated a run on local banks and a gener- 
al scare throughout the city. 
Measures 


were taken to protect the interests of bank 
depositors in event of aCnancial panic. Of 


all this THE SUIT knew and much more. A

in Boston and New York -and in Pennsyl- 
vania and JN"evv Hampshire."

involved as endorsers on notes and securi- 
ties. 


''Tbe Appleton National bank is a large 


holder of paper and securities obtaiued 
through ex-President Kimball, but with its 
large surplus of over $300,000 its capital 
will be In no way impaired. 
The direct 


indebtedness of John F. Kimball to- the 
bauk equals fully $3(3,000, but there are 
other matters with" which jMr. Eimball has 
connected himself and tb.e bank which 
will make the loss to that Institution much 
larger, probably in tlie rlcinitj of $150,- 
000. 


".Dragged into the Kimball wreck is 


Mrs. Harriet Spauldtng, a sister of John 
F. Kiuiballj an old lady, who was induced 
by Kimball to lend her name and securities 
as collateral to seferal institutions with 
ivhom the ex-president has had dealings. 
This has led to her entire property being 
placed in the hands of assignees. 
Her 


liabilies are estimated at §100,000, but it 
is said she will pay one hundred cents on a 
dollar and have something remaining. 


"Connected with John F. Kimball in 


his deals was John F. Zsbley, a New York 
banker and broker; Crippen, Lawrence & 
Co. of Concord, N. H; W. P. Eimball & 
Co., a Chicago mortgage firm, and Charles 
R. Kiinbal), his brother, and a member of 
the Gosvenor-Sichards Plaster company of 
Saug'.is, Mass. 
There are also involved 


with him John M. Pevcy of Lowell, and 
the Bank of Montreal. Through JolinF. 
Zebley of New York, a lot oE stuff has 
been unloaded in Lowell, among which, arc 
the Consolidated Eailway company of St. 
Jolin, JT. B., of which Zebley was presi- 
dent. The Appleton National bank holds 
S31.000 of these bonds. 


"Tbe Bank of Montreal is also a loser to 


the tune of 820,000, on a loan which was 
made through Kimball's endorsement and 
obtained, it is said, through its St. John, 
N. B., branch. 
Not only is the Appleton 


National tank a loser through Kimball, 
but Cashier Ed. E. Perley ' is liable on 
Eiuibnll's notes totheextent,it is rumored, 
of $:;0,COO, The direct liabilities of John 
If. Pevcy are about $140,000. He was a 
favored patron of Kimball and the Apple- 
ton National bank, and thac institution is
